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THE STORM NOT YET SPENT 


FISK & HATCH’S SUSPENSION 
STARTLES THE STREET. 
FAILURE OF A. W. DIMOCK & CO.—BANK- 
ERS AND MERCHANTS’ STOCK FALLS 
FROM 119 TO 45—A PANICKY FEELING 

AT THE CLOSE. 


Two additional failures were announcéd 
nm Wall-street yesterday. One produced but 
little disturbing effect, while the other created 
hcommotion. Until the unexpected suspension 
of Fisk & Hatch, at 2:85 0’clock P. M., the situa- 
tion in the Street was encouraging. The stock 
market opened with a general advance on 
Wednesday's prices, and remained fairly steady 
throughout the day. 

The resumption of business, at noon, by the 
Metropolitan Bank helped to restore confidence, 
and the practical guarantee, by the Clearing- 
house Association, of the stability of all the 
banks, exercised a very reassuring influence. 
Stock brokers went into the Exchange at 10 
o'clock with the conviction that good properties 
Were secure. It was generally believed that the 
force of the storm was spent, and nobody seemed 
to fear the clearing-up drippings. 

Unusually large crowds had assembled in the 
vicinity of Wall-street, in anticipation of a repe- 
tition of the events of the previous day. Be- 
tween 10and 11 o’clock the broad steps of the 
Sub-Treasury were completely filled by men 
waiting patiently for something to turn up. 
Among the regular habitués of Wall-street there 
was a noticeable absence of panicky feeling. 
The first noticeable event in the Stock Exchange 
was the remarkable tumble in the price of the 
Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Company. 
The closing quotation for this stock on Wednes- 
day was 119. The stock opened yesterday at 63, 
and sank like lead, inside of half an hour, to 45. 
Then the suspension of A. W. Dimock, President 
of the company, was announced. 

Hundreds of people elbowed their way into the 
galleries at eaci end of the great trading-room, 
but they saw no evidences of trouble or anxiety. 
Reports that outside capital was being used in 
the purchase of good stocks for investment were 
circulated early in the day, and the same reports 
also credited Jay Gould with being a steady 
buyer. After the first hour of the day’s busi- 
ness had passed the rapid increase of confidence 
and cheerfulness was perceptible to all observ- 
ers. Telegrams were sent from several banking 
houses to correspondents out of town conveying 
assurances of an improved state of affairs. Half 
a dozen large firms, representing foreign corpo- 
rations and capitalists, caused the statement to 
be issued that they had received orders to buy 
liberally of the best stocks. : 

In a few instances down-town: banks made 
preparations for “‘runs”’ by converting large 
biocks of securities into cash. Numerous appli- 
cations were made at the Sub-Treasury for legal- 
tender notes, and more than $3,000,000 in bills of 
the denominations of $5, $10, $20, and $50 were 
paid out by the Government institution in ex- 
change for gold certificates. Cashier Floyd stated 
late in the day that in spite of this unusual 
drain the vaults of the Sub-Treasury still con- 
tained upward of $4,000,000 of legal-tender notes. 
Very soon after 10 o’clock Assistant Treasurer 
Acton received the following: 

From this date to June 1 you are authorized to pay 
bonds embraced in the one hundred and twenty-tifth, 
one hundred and twenty-sixth, and one hundred and 
twenty-seventh calls, with accrued interest, subject to 
the decision of the department as to the regularity of 
the assignments. Expressageto the department to be 
peid, as heretofore, by the parties having the bonds re- 
deemed. CHARLES J. FOLGER, 

Secretary of the Treasury. 

The aggregate amount of governments re- 
deemed at the Sub-Treasury up to 8 o’clock in 
pursuance of the foregoing inetructions, was 
$107,000, most of which were of the latest call. 
Rumors were widely circulated about noon that 
some of the banks were calling in their loans 
and thereby causing great inconvenience to the 
commission houses, which were carrying heavy 
loads of stocks. President Baldwin, of the 
Fourth National Bank, said that he knew of no 
bank that was pressing its customers, and he be- 
lieved that the rumors were wholly unfounded. 

But few of the strangers who went down into 
Walli-street to witness a panic remained after 
11:300’clock. From that hour until 2:30 P. M. 
the vicinity of the Stock Exchange presented no 
unusual appearance sofaras the assemblages 
of people were concerned. The day being warm 
and sunshiny, allof the brokers not obliged to 
remain in doors, quite naturaily loungedin the 


streets. The music of Gilmore’s band at the 
head of the Twenty-second Regiment, marching 
down Broadway, attracted the attention of sev- 
eralhundred Wall-street men about 2 o’clock. 
The fun-loving Gilmore, with his usual apprecia- 
tion of the fitness of things, caused his band to 

lay ** The Heart Bowed Down,” infrontof the 

etropolitan Bank, and “ Wait Till the Clouds 
Roll By,” while passing the head of Wall-street. 
The band was enthusiastically cheered. 

Just as the members of the Stock Exchange 
were congratulatiug themselves that the day was 
about to close without any serious disaster, the 
Chairman rapped sharply for order and read the 
announcement of the suspension of the well- 
known firm of Fisk & Hatch, the most active 
member of which was the President of the Ex- 
change. It was just 2:40 o’clock. Consternation 
instantly seized am the assembled members, and 
a prolonged whistle of astonishment rang 
through the room. A large number of the 
brokers at once made their way out of the 
Exchange building and carried the unwelcome 
news to their respective offices. The report spread 
through the streets with the rapidity of the wind 
and soon 500 excited men crowded Nassau-street 
in front of Fisk & Hatch's office. The great iron 
doors of this office were closed in the faces of the 
multitude at exactly 2:50 P. M. Great excite- 
ment prevailed during the remainder of the 
afternoon, and the feeling of confidence and 
security that seemed to have been established 
melted away in a twinkling. 

The panicky feeling thus aroused caused a 
perceptible depreciation in the closing prices of 
stocks. The Oil Exchanges were also affected in 
an extraordinary degree. The price of oil, 
which opened at 82 and went up during the day 
to 84, dropped like a shot to 738%, and a large 
quautity of oil was sold under the rule for the 
aceount of delinquent traders. The principal 
excitement was manifested around the bull ring 
of the New-York Mining Stock and Nutional 
Petroleum Exchange. The trading there was 
unprecedented, the clearances for the day ag- 
gregating 19,254,000 barrels. Those figures repre- 
sent more than one-half of the outstanding oil 
certificates. The trading-room of this Exchanve 
was crowded.all the afternoon, and even before 
the suspension of Fisk & Hatch was announced 
the market had been thrown into a feverish state 
by the reports of the closing of the Tuna Valley 
Bank, of Bradford. and serious runs on other 
banks in the oil regions. “The tumult that char- 
acterized the trading just before the ciose of the 
market was terrific. 

Although a large volume of business was done 
in the New-York Petroleum Exchange, the mar- 
ket remained steadier than at the up-town Ex- 
change, owing to the predominant influence of 
the Standard Oi] Company. No suspensions were 
announced in either Exchange. A feverish ae- 

ion inthe produce market was also caused 
by the report ot Fisk & Hatch’s failure. 

The Loan Committee of the Clearing-house 
held a protracted meeting yesterday, and contin- 
ued the work begun on Wednesaay of endeavor- 
inz to restore confidence in the banks of the as- 
sociation by strengthening the weaker ones. The 
Investigating Committee, which passed so many 
hours in examining the securities of the Metro- 
politan National Bank on Wednesdey afternoon 
and night, reported thut the securities were ail 
right, anc recommended the issue of certificates 
of deposit upon a number of. them to aid the 
bank in resuming. The Loan Committee adopted 
the recommendation, and the certificates were 
issued. In all, certificates of deposit amount- 
ing to $4,000,000 were issued on_ first-class 
securities deposited with the Loan Com- 
mittee by different banks, and the greater 
part of them were taken by the Metropolitan 
and Second National. The certificates can be 
used to settle balances in the Clearing-bouse, and 
are therefore as good as ready cash. They repre- 
sent, in fact, loans made by the association to 
individual banks which belong to it. 

The following amendments to the constitution 
of the Clearing-house Association have been 
recommended by a special committee appointed 
on May 7. and will be acted on ata meeting to be 
called at an early date: 

Add to section 15 as follows: In case of the refusal or 
inability of any hank to promptly refund to the bank pee 
senting such checks, drafts or other items returned as 
not good, the bank boiding such checks, drafts or other 
lena, MAY pepore tothe manager the amount of the 
same, and it shall bo his (the manager’s) duty, with the 
gpprovai of the Siegring. ouse Committee, to take from 
the settling sbect of both banks the amount so reported 
snd adjust the Clearing-nouse statement accordingly. 
Provided that such notice shal) be given to the manager 
before one o'clock of the same day. 

Add to section 8 as foliows: The Clearing-house 
Conimittee {s also empowerec, whenever it shall con- 
sider it far the interest of the association, to examine 
guy bank member of the association. and to require 


from any member securities of such an amount and

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TROUBLES OF FISK & HATCH. 
THE PARTNERS UNABLE TO MAKE AN EXACT 


STATEMENT. 

While the doors of Fisk & Hatch’s office 
were being closed, after the announcement of 
the suspension, dozens of brokers pushed their 
way in to tender their sympathy to the members 
of the firm. Mr. Fisk succeeded in maintaining 
an outward composure, but his partner, A. 8. 
Hatch, was deeply affected by his emotions. 
Some of the most influential members of the 
Stock Exchange hurried in to ask if something 
could not be done to save the firm. They were 
told that nothing could be done at present. 

Neither member of the firm was prepared 
to give an explanation of the causes that 
had led to the suspension. Mr. Hatch 
paced nervously to and fro, and to a friend's 
inquiry replied: ** Please don’t ask me anything 
now. I cannot talk about the matter.” He 
remained in the office until about 4 o’clook. 
D. O. Mills then joined him, and the two gentle- 


men walked up the street together. Meanwhile 
the crowd outside of the closed doors increased 
rapidly, and frantic efforts were made by several 
gentlemen to get into the office. Some of the 
more clamorous ones who held uncertified 
checks, issued by the firm during the day, in- 
sisted that they were entitled to have their 
securities returned to them. The imperturbable 
policeman returned to all applicants for admis- 
sion the same answer: “Our orders are to let 
nobody in.” 

The fact that the firm to which the President 
of the Stock Exchange belonged had been 
obliged to close its doors cast a gloom over the 
entire Wali-street community. Almost an 
other concern down town might have failed wit 
less significant effect. Fears were expressed that 
foreign bankers would think that some disaster 
had happened to the Stock Exchange itself upon 
hearing of the embarrassment of its President. 
Another cause for eye was that the 
suspension of Fisk & Hatch would materially 
depress Government bonds abroad. The firm of 
Fisk & Hatch has long been regarded as the lead- 
ing dealer in Government bonds in this city, 
and its reputation for conservatism and integ- 
rity was international. 

In discussing the causes that led to the unex- 
pected suspension of this firm different opinions 
were advanced. In memory of the trouble which 
overwhelmed them in 1873, the theory was at first 
advanced that an overweight of Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad securities bad done the mischief 
this time. The following facts were recalled to 
mind: Fisk & Hatch stopped payments in the 
Fail of 1873, with liabilities amounting to $8,275,- 
000. Among the firm’s assets were obligations of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad to theamount 
of $2,651,000. The Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
peer also owea the firm a great deal of money. 

here was due to depositors at that time 
$1,600,000. 

Under the terms by which Fisk & Hatch were 
enabled to resume they were permitted to pay 
off their obligations in periods of two, three, and 
four years. The debt to the depositors was paid 
off first. On Nov. 23, 1875, according to Brad- 
street’s report, the existine liabilities of Fisk & 
Hatch were believed to be $1,900,000. To offset 
those liabilities the firm had individual and firm 
assets amounting to $800,000; also 8,000 shares of 
Central Pacific stock, $1,250,000 Chesapeake and 
Ohio first mortgage bonds, $2,000,000 Chesapeake 
and Ohio 7 per cent. bonds, and the profits of the 
business since a which were placed at 
$175,000, less expenses. In January, 1875, the firm 
was granted un additional extension for 10 years 
on a portion of their liabilities amounting to 
about $2,200,000, secured by Chesapeake and Ohio 
bonds. It was understood that the firm’s busi- 
ness in 1876 and 1877 was profitiess. In 1878, how- 
ever, they were reputed to have made consider- 
able mnoney by the refunding of the Government 
bonds. Fisk & Hatch made a specialty of this 
class of securities, and did much toward plac- 
ing the 4 per cent. loan. It is stated that 
the firm also made money out of the rise in the 
Chesapeake and Ohio securities after the reor- 
ganization of the road. Mr. A. 8. Hatch is now 
the Vice-President of that company, and his 
firm have been “its fiscal agents. The firm were 
supposed to be clear of all of its 1873 obligations 
in 1881. It was extensively believed yesterday 
afternoon, however, that the present embarrass- 
ment was due to the same causes that crippled 
the concern 11 years ago, viz., Central Pacific and 
Chesapeake and Ohio securities. Both of the 
said securities have greatly depreciated of late. 

Friends of the embarrassed firm insisted that 
the cause of the present trouble was the inability 
of Fisk & Hatch to borrow money on Govern- 
ment bonds on reasonable terms. * The diffi- 
culty is just this,” said a friend of Mr. Hatch; 
“the firm was loaded up to the muzzle with 
Government bonds, and, strange as it may ap- 
pear, they could not get money on them to-day 
without sacrificing them.” This version of the 
case was also given by employes of the suspend- 
ed firm, who said that Government bonds had 
been offered in vain as collateral for a loan 
which was desired to meet heavy call loans. A 
sonoft Mr. Hatch is quoted as having said that 
the firm in vain endeavored to borrow several 
hundred thousand dollars from a large financial 
institution on Government bonds. 

C. P. Huntington denied that the suspension of 
Fisk & Hatch was due to the depreciation of Cen- 
tral Pacific and Chesapeake and Ohio securities. 
He attributed the trouble to the firm's inability 
to realize on Government bonds. 

The following circular was issued by Fisk & 
Hatch last evening to their depositors and other 
creditors: 

Itis with great sorrow that we are obliged to announte 
to you our suspension, which has been brought about 
by a combination of circumstances. 

The long-continued decline in the market prices of 
securities, even the very best, accompanied by a gen- 
eral weakening of confidence in financial matters, to- 
gether with a beavy drainage of deposits, are the prin- 
cipal causes of our unfortunate position. 

“We can only request those having claims against 
us to extend to ussuch consideration and indulgence as 
we may need and it may be in their power to grant. 

A gentleman familiar with the affairs of the 
firm admitted that calls for money had been 
made during the day which the firm could not 
meet. The calls, he said.Jamounted to several 
hundred thousand dollars. It was said that the 
full extent of the concern’s liabilities were not 
known‘ even to the members of the firm. 

At 10:30 last night the handsomely furnished 
office of Fisk & Hatch was brilliant with jirht. 
Busy clerks rushed around with pen-holders 
between their teeth and turned over the leaves 
of big cauvas-covered books. Passers-by on their 
way to the ferry stopped and looked in at the 
windows. A policeman kept inquirers awa 
from a bolted sheet-iron door. In Mr. Hatch’s 
private office the two partners glanced over files 
of correspondence and wrote letters. Mr. Fisk 
said toa TIMES reporter: ** We shall positively 
not be able to makeany statement to-night. You 
can see how busily we are at work, and by to- 
morrow we may have something definite. Be- 
yond what is contained in our circular1 have 
nothing to say. We don’t want any guess-work.” 

*“ Have you any idea yourself of the extent of 
the firm’s liabilities ?” 

“Well, that’s what the lawyers would calla 
leading question, and 1 must decline to answer. 
Matters ure not in a condition to admit of my 
doing so.”’ 

0. D. Baldwin, the President of the Fourth’Na- 
tional Bank, was credited with an intimate 
knowledge of the affairs of Fisk & Hatch. Toa 
TIMES reporter who called upon him he denied 
this rumor, and said: 

* Ali that I know is that the failure was occa- 
sioned by the firm being overloaded with Gov- 
ernment bonds which they were carrying to sell, 
and the5 per cent. depreciation in their value 
during the past week was more than Messrs. 
Fisk & Hatch could stand.” 

“Is it true that they tried to negotiate a loan 
with your bank, and offered Governments as col- 
lateral?” 

“No, itisnot. They made no overtures to me 
with that object.” : 

* Do you know if they tried to eecure a loan on 
as basis from any other bank or banking 

ouse?”’ 

“No, I have not heard of any such attempt 
a made by them.” 

*’ How does their account at this bank stand?” 

It has not been overdrawn; in fact they have 
a balance here. though not a large one. ‘The 
rumor that the firm were loaded up with Chesa- 
peake and Ohio bonds,” continued Mr. Baldwin, 
“is untrue. The whole cause of their troubles 
asisaid before, was government bonds, and if 
the price of those securities comes up I don’t 
doubt they will pull through all right.” 

At the Windsor last night the story was every- 
where current that one of the immediate causes 
leading to the suspension of Fish & Hatch grew 
out of a transactionon Wednesday between the 
firm anda bank doing a large business in Goy- 
ernment bonds. It was said that on the day 
mentioned the bank purchased about $50,000 of 
bonds from the firm, tendering a certified check 
in ayment. When this was shown to 
Mr. Hatch he declined to receive it, stat- 

| ing that in times like the present he 

weulf only accept ereenbacks, whereupn the 
transaction was canceled. The bank officer in- 
formed Mr, Hatch that if he was.not prepared to 
accept the check his firm had better suspend. 
According to the story the firm hada loan of 
$400,000 in Government bonds from the same 
bank, which was yesterday called in, and 
the firm, not being able to raire the money to 
meet the demand, were obligec .o suspend. An 
effort to see the official of the bank by whom 
both transactions were said to have been man- 
aged was unavailing, but the story was generally 
accepted as correct and the facts as largely in- 
strumental in causing the suspension. 

An interesting incideht of the suspension of 
Fisk & Hatch was related a jubilant member 
of the firm of J. Lich n & Sons, a Grand- 
street firm: “Idrew out our d t of 000 
from that concern this morning,” said he, * and 
invested it in 454 per cent. Government onda. 
We did not distrust the firm, but my mother said 
that she * felt it in her bones’ that we had better 
get the money into some good securities. and she 
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would not rest until I had fixed the matter to her 
cotieteccion. It was a close shave for us, wasn’t 
“1 feel convinced,” said Mr. W. E. Connor to 
THE Trmes’s reporter, “ that the house of Fisk & 
Hatch will be found to be another. victim of the 
selfish and unwise course now pursued by the 
banks in their reckless pressure in regard to loans. 
The banks have now a credit system omcee 
themselves that leaves them no excuse for their 
treatment of pressed borrowers; and if they con- 
tinue to act as they are doing they will soon find 
ye in a position where sorrow will come 
William Lummis, who, by the failure of Mr. 
Hatch, becomes Acting ‘President of the Stock 
Exc said that he could give no. definite 
information in regard to the suspension of the 
firm. “I do not fear an disastrous 
result to the stock marke from the 
suspension,” he said, “because the firm 
bad no heavy contracts on the Exchange. 
Most of thetr loans are on Governments on 
mo bonds, which will tell greatly in their 
favor w they come to settle up their affairs.” 
Henry Clews said: “I do not think that this fail- 
ure Gan involve large sums, as the firm have 
been liquidating largely of late. Recently they 
have been doing comparatively little 1 
business. I don’t believe that Government bonds 
aoe ae, anything tojdoj with their present 
roubles.’ 


SKETCH OF THE MEMBERS OF THE FIRM. 

Twenty-two years agotwo young but expe- 
rienced bank clerks of New-England origin, 
Harvey Fisk and A. 8. Hatch, formed a partner- 
ship and started.a banking business for them- 
selves under the style of Pisk & Hatch, opening 


their house March 8, 1862. Their beginning was 
in a very humble way. Mr. Fisk had na clerk 
in the Commonwealth Bank, and A. 8. Hatch 
had been a clerk in a Jersey City bank. In 
less than a year the ao firm — a 
enjoying a patronage that gave the firm an ex- 
cellent business standing in Wall-street. They 
were in this position when the Government be- 
gan to issue bonds to aid in suppressing the 
rebellion, and were among the very first 
in their line to pin their faith to the 
success of the scheme and to act upon it. 
They were recognized everywhere as the chief 
New York agents of the Government in the ne- 
gotiation of its bonds. The firm’s last annnal 
pamphlet, entitled “Memoranda Concerning 
Government Bonds,” (the work of Mr. Fisk's eld- 
est son, Edward,) is a handbovk of general finan- 
cial instruction, totally different from the merely 
name circular that first appeared under the 
title. 

The firm’s opinions and advice used to be 
sought for on allinvestment matters by officers 
of nks and other corporations, as well as by 
individual capitalists, and they maintained a 
special correspondent at Washington, who 
kept constant watch at the Treasury 
and the Capitol and furmshed them 
with immediate and accurate telegraphic 
intelligence on all matters relating to their busi- 
ness. When, after the close of the war, the Gov- 
ernment was enabled to enter upon the work of 
funding the national debt at lower rates of inter- 

Fisk & Hatch obtained increased prominence, 
and in every case of new issue their operations 
ran high into the millions. 

When Mr. C. P. Huntington came to New-York 
to seek a market for the bonds of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, in* order to raise the necessary 
funds for the completion of the saterpes he 
finally settled upon Fisk & Hatch as his fiscal 
agents. This firm successfully floated the 
Central Pacific bon and su uently the 
bonds of all the branch roads of that 
company. Later on Mr. Huntington became 
identified with the Chesapeake and. Ohio Rail- 
road, and Fisk & Hatch floated this scheme also. 
The last active part taken by the house in Gov- 
ernment securities was in the latest funding 
operation of the Government in its issue of the 3 
per cents, a scheme which this firm had long ad- 
yocated. . 

About five years ago, when the t boom be- 
gan on the Stock Exchange, which was checked 
by the shooting of Garfield, it is known that Fisk 
& Hatch thought they saw a chance to resusci- 
tate the Chesapeake and Ohio enterprise, for 
the firm entered upon a campaign in its 
favor and spared neither labor nor ex- 

ense. That they were dangerously deep 
in that concern is undoubted. Since the 
reversal of the course of speculation every 
downward stage of the march of prices on the 
stock market was followed by a Fisk & Hatch 
circular, reminding ‘their customers and the 
public that Se in corporate values 
was a bsetne pe nec ~ hed coun- 
try, an visi each decline ng neces- 
sarily temporary, a of securities should 
stick to them jirmly. This was continued 
Fe haga very last,even after Chesapeake and 
Ohio bonds were thrown out of the loaua OY the 
banks. Thus it is that the collapse of the firm 
now will be mainly injurious in its moral effect 
upon the large number of customers and others 
throughout the country who hearkened to the 
counsels of the circulars. 

Harvey Fisk isa man of quiet and studious 
habits, of about 50 years of age, and has.a large 
family of children, mostly suns, some half a 
dozen of whom were en witn himself in 
various capacities in the banking-house. He is 
of a strongly religious turn ot mind andis a 
leading member of Dr. John Hall’s congrega- 
tion. t year he left his desk for the first time 
in 21 years and took a trip to Europe, whence he 
returned only some 10 days ago. 

A. 8. Hatch is even more active in religious life 
than his senior partner, and will be remembered 
by many residents of New-York for his enthusi- 
astic participation in such missions as Jerry Mc- 
Cauley’s, in Water-street, the Cremorne, and 
the oward, where he frequently preached 
himself. A year o he was elected Pres- 
dent of the Stock Exchange, and his admin- 
istration of that office was so wise. and 
dignified that he has become recognized as one of 
the very best Presidents the Exchange has ever 
had; and only a few days ago he was unani- 
mously re-elected. He was reinstalled the day 
before his firm suspended, and yesterday after- 
noon his chair was taken by Vice-President 
William Lummis, having been vacated by Mr. 
Hatch under a rule of the board. Mr. Hatch 
has been President of the Rockaway 
Beach Railroad and Improvement Company, 
and it is stated that the firm holds be- 
tween $300,000 and $400,000 of the bonds and 
certificates of the great hotel at Rockaway 
Beach. It has recently been reported that Fisk 
& Hatch were to make further cash advances to 
enable the hotel to be opened this season. Mr. 
Hatch was interested in the Woodhaven and 
Rockaway Railroad. Bonds of the pomp sf pn 
and Ohio, the Elizabethtown, Big Sanday and Lex- 
ington, and the Norfolk, ee nnaand West- 
ern Railroads were recently placed by this firm. 

Two of Mr. Hatch’s sons are in business in 
Wall-street, being members respectively of the 
brokers’ firms of Hatch & Kendall, and Hatch, 
Brooks & Hamlin.

A. W. DIMOCK & CO.’S FAILURE. 
THEIR LIABILITIES BETWEEN $3,000,000 anp 
$4,000,000. 

The failure of A. W. Dimock & Co., at 
No. 4 Wall-street, as has been stated, was at- 
tended with a most remarkable demonstration 
in the stock of the Bankers and Merchants’ Tel- 
egraph Company. A. W. Dimock is the Presi-+ 
dent of the company, and his firm were its fiscal 
agents. Thestock closed Wednesday at 119 bid. 
It was first offered yesterday at 70. but the first 
sale was 63. Then the stock sold up to 65, but in 
a short time it fell to 45, at which figure it closed. 
The entire transactions for the day amounted to 
4,450 shares. Almost all this stock belonged to 
Mr. Dimock, who had secured loans on 1t et be- 
tween 70 and 80, and the sacrifices entailed to the 
holders by putting iton the market were great. 
Mr. Dimock had been a steady supporter of it, 
and his orders had been to bid 119 right along. It 


is an 8-per-cent. stock, and was so little offered 
and so strongly supported that it was not looked 
on 7 a@ speculative security, but as a fancy 
stock. 

The assignment was made to George Putnam 
Smith, the general attorney of the nkers and 
Merchants’ Telegraph Company. e firm con- 
sisted of Anthony W. Dimock, its head, and Ar- 
thur Vaughn Dimock, his brother, who succeed- 
ed Joseph T. Howland as the former's partner 
Jan. Lllast. The house hada branch in Chicago. 
It was the calling in of loans that swamped it, 
and it was la to make investments in the 
Bankers and Merchants’ Company that the loans 
were secured. A. W. Dimock was also a mem- 
ber of the firm of J. T. Howland & Co. 

* Our assignment was dhe to the calling in of 
loans and nothing else,” said Mr. A. W. Dimock. 
** We were barely able to get through yesterday. 
aes you know, was4percent. over night. We 
paid 2. Wesaw that we would have to take the 
risk of paying $100,000 or $200,000 and involving a 
bank if we kept on, so we stopped.

There was a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the telegraph company late in the afternoon, when 
an examination of its affairs was made, Mr. Smith 
said they were satisfactory, and that it was 
shown that the failure did not affect the organi- 
zation. The company lost nothing and had no 
debt beyond its current expenses. which its 
receipts not only provided for but exceeded. 
Mr. Dimock offe his resignation, but it was 
declined, and he savas uested to continue in his 
office. Mr. Smith said a complete statement 
would be prepared in a day or two to show the 
condition of the company. Yesterday was the

A. V. Dimock is the smallest member of the 
Stock Exchange in stature. A. W. Dimock isa 
small man with reddish brown whiskers and 
mustache, and darker hair and deep-seteyes. He 
is 41 years of age,a native of Nova Scotia, and 
the son of an Episcopal clergyman. He went 
into Wall-street when he was 15 years of age. 
The story is that_he was a clerk with the power 
of attorney for Henry J. Marquand in the old 
gold-room when he got to speculating for him- 
self. He wasa pretty young boy,and Mr. Mar- 
quand found it out and told him he must stop or 
he would be discharged. Young Dimock said he 
preferred to be made a partner of Mr. Marquand, 
and showed $200,000 that he had made. 

In 1863 Mr. Dimock became the junior partner 
of the firm of Marquand & Dimock. Three or 
four years later he formedthe firm of A. W. 
Dimock &Co. He became interested in the At- 
lantic Mail Steam-ship Company, the ships of 
which ran to Panama, and was made its Pres- 
ident. The steam-ship company collapsed in 
1869, taking down with it Mr. Dimock and the 
Third-Avenue Savings Bank. He then owned 
the castleon the heights back of Tarrytown, 
which has been called after its original 
owner Herrick’s Folly, and which is now 
the home of A. S. Hatch. That went 
with Mr. Dimock’s fortune. In the Atlantic 
Mail collapse the stock went down like the 
Bankers and Merchants’, showing that Mr. 
Dimock was the ruling spirit. Itis told that R. 
T. Martin, Jr., bought 1,000 sharesat 85 in the 
Gold Room and started down stairs. When he 
got to thestreet the stock was 35. The fall in 
the stock in one day at any rate was 50 points. 
Mr. Dimock to recoup his fortunes went to 
Elizabeth and engages in real estate specula- 
tion. He spent $2,000,000 and laid out street 
after street, built houses by the hun- 
dreds, and erected himself a magnificent place. 
The panic of 1873 involved him again, and he re- 
turned to Wall-street in 1874 and started in again 
andalone. His office was at No. 7 Exchange- 
court until a fire took place there a short time 
ago, when he moved to the old office of Kennedy, 
Hutchinson & Co., No. 4 Wall-street. He was 
made President of the Bankers and Merchants’ 
Telegraph Company last August, having prevl- 
ously been a Director. 

The Bankers and Merchants’, which was devel- 
oped in an astounding manner under Mr. Dimock’s 
vigorous management, was organized in 1880 by 
G. 8. Mott and J. G. Case, the present General 
Manager and Secretary. The plan was to put up 
a line for the accommodation of brokers in New- 
York and Philadelphia doing business in the 
Stock Exchanges of thetwocities. William Maris, 
of Maris & Smith, brokers in Philadelphia, was 
President before Mr. Dimock. The original 
subscription was $75,000, made up entirely by 
brokers. Then it was increased to $150,900 for 
the extension and Svea of lines. Its 
lines were damaged in its early days, it was 
charged, at the instance of the Western Union 
Company to the extent of $15,000 or $20,000. 

When Mr. Dimock assumed the management 
he instituted a vigorously progressive policy. 
He arranged forthe extension of the lines and 
secured by purchase the control of the Southern 
Telegraph Company. eapitalized at its par value 
for $5,000,000, and the American Rapid ergy a 
Company, capitalized at its par value for 
$3,000,000. The company has about 75.000 
miles of wire strung on all its lines and has 
contracts and arrangements for 25,000 more. 
Its contracts will go on notwithstanding its 
President’s troubles. Its own work may be in- 
terfered with somewhat, as Mr. Dimock had 
marketed its securities. The company is capi- 
talizea for $8,000,000. It has authorized the issue 
of bonds to the extent of $10,000,000, and of this 
amount $7,000,000 is in a trust to be used only as 
construction progresses. Of the other $3,000,000, 
$1,000,000 remained in tne Treasury of the com- 


pany. 

THE METROPOLITAN RESUMES. 
MR. JAQUES SUCCEEDS MR. SENEY, WHO 
TURNS OVER $1,000,000. 
Hundreds of people, as they passed the 
closed doors of the Metropolitan National Bank, 
at an early hour yesterday morning, glanced ea- 
gerly around for some official announcement of 
the course to be pursued by that institution. 
The knowledge that $3,000,000 was required to set 
the bank on its feet again, ana that a favorable 
verdict had been given by the Clearing-house 
Committee, to the effect that the securities held 
by the bank justified the advancement of that 
sum of money, caused large numbers of people 
to repair to the Clearing-house, in Pine-street, 
for further details. There, however, they ob- 
tained but scant satisfaction in the way of 
information. At ll o’clock the crowd on 
Broadway excitedly noticed the appearance of 
a sign written in crabbed ink characters. it 
read: “The Metropolitan National Bank will 
resume at 12 o’clock.” A little man with a 
flushed face hung up this announcement and re- 


tired porenpieatey. as if fearful of the immediate 
consequences. The people could hardly read the 
almost illegible penmanship, andswarmed up the 
steps of the bank in order to get as close as pos- 
sible to the written intelligence. Policemen had 
their hands full, and the little man with the 
flushed face etme again with another pla- 
card bearing the same announcement written in 
characters which tould be read from the other 
side of antcapirye & 

The doors of the bank were then thrown open, 
anda line of people filed in and pervuded the 
premises, apparently more from curiosity than 
anything else. The Paying and Receiving ‘Tellers 
were stationed at their desks, clerks ran back- 
ward and forward as though the even tenor of 
the bank’s affairs had suffered no interruption, 
and all was apparently ready for the resumption 
of business at 12 o’clock, as the placard an- 
nounced. Bank Examiner Scriba, Mr. Henry A. 
Hurlbut, Mr. Solon Humphreys, and Mr. Isaac 
H. Bailey occupied the Pregident’s room, and 
were eagerly discussing the action of the Clear- 
ing-house Committee, which they were only too 
pleased to communicate as rapid!y as possible. 

** Well,” said Examiner Scriba, with a radiant 
face, ** Mr. George I. Seney has resigned his po- 
sition as President and our good friend Henry 
L. Jaques, on the recommendation of the Clear- 
ing-house Committee, has been elected in his 
place at a meeting of the Board of Directors to- 
day. He was formerly Vice-President of this 
bank nearly 20 yearsago. Heljisone of the best 
known men in banking circles, and no one couid 
have been elected more calculated to inspire 
confidence and respect.” 

* Mr. Jaques has no superior as 2 bank officer 
in New-York City,” said Mr. Hurlbut. 

“Mr. Jaques,in my opinion, is the very best 
man who could have been appointed President,” 
remarked Mr. Humphreys ee: 

“Mr. Jaques insisted,” continued Examiner 
Scriba, ** that Mr. Seney should remain as one of 
the Directors of the bank. He almost made this 
one of theconditions of his own acceptance of the 
position of President. Iam pleased to tell you 
that the Clearing-house Committee made a thor- 
ough examination of the affairs of the bank and 
were perfectly satisfied with its condition. Its 
capital they found was unimpaired. The em- 
barrassment was caused by the inability of one 
or‘two of the large borrowers to respond to calls. 
But the whole matter has been arranged and the 
business, asyou have heard, will be resumed at 
noon.” ’ 

In the meantime, while Examiner Scriba was 
talking with the Directors, the stream of incom- 
ing Zoowle became greater and poured in more 
rapidiy wes weg checked by the energy of police- 
men.

He had twice that amount deposited with the 
Metropolitan National Bank,and was well known 
to the Paying Teller, with whom he had been 
aga sucha long and dispassionate conversa- 

on. 

Then the long line of people moved deliberate- 
ly forward, their countenances betokening reas- 
sured epirfta, while the Paying Teller was kept 
busy with an unbroken procession until 1 o'clock. 
Every minute the ranks were recruited, and it 
would have been interesting to have measured the 
line by furlongs and miles. The Receiving Teller 
had a number of deposits piled upon his desk at 
an early hour, of which peenane he largest was 
that made by Messrs. ward Peder Ss Sons, 
dry goods merchants, of Grand-street. e Teller 
smiled delightedly at what he called a most un- 
usual thing. 

“Ordinary days we don't get deposits so 
early,” he exclaimed, fingering his papers, “and 
sure enough to-day they're coming in at this 
hour.”’ The suspension of the previous day had, 
however, caused many firms to make arrange- 
ments with other banks for the reception of 
their checks, so that the business done by the 
Receiving Teller of the Metropolitan Bank did 
not equal that transacted on ordinary days. At 
1 o'clock the figures ventilated by Treasurer 
McGourkey showed that $70,000 had been paid 
over the counter, $177,000 had been taken by the 
Receiving Telier, while the certified checks given 
amounted to $383,000. 

After 1 o’clock the crowd of people diminished 
very sensibly, and things became even extraor- 
dinarily quiet. Bank Examiner Scriba pointed 
significantly at 3 o’clock to the spectacle of one 
small boy at the Paying Teller’s desk and* four 
men entering at the door. During the last hour 
in which money was paid out‘ there was an abso- 
lute calm in the bank, and when the gate was 
finally closed: there was not a person waiting. 
waiting. The business done by the bank during 
the three hours following its resumption of af- 
fairs was made known at 5 o'clock. It was as fol- 
lows: Deposits, $664,000; checks certified, $454,000: 
paid over the counter, $185,000. It was announced 
that the depositors were returning to the bank 
and that new acceunts were being received. 

It was noon when Mr. Henry L. Jaques, the 
newly appointed President of the bank, made 
his appearance in the room assigned to that 
functionary. He isa short, thickly set man, 63 
years of age, with a bald head and a ruddy com- 
plexion. e wore a blue businesss suit, and was 
entirely cool and collected. Mr. Jaques came to 
now ork from Boston in 1851, at the time when 
the Metropolitan National Bank was organized. 
He was formerly connected with the Suffolk 
Bank, of Boston, and came to New-York as Su- 

rintendent of the Uncurrent Department of the 
Metropolitan National Bank, in which position 
he was subsequently succeeded by Mr. Scriba. 
In 1856 he was appointed Vice-President of the 
bank, which position he occupied until 1865, when 
he retired and went to Europe. Mr. Jaques won 
golden opinions for himself while Vice-President. 

e is a moneyed man, and lives upon his income. 

‘My whole attention has been directed to get- 
ting the bank open this morning,” said Mr. 
Jaques to a TIMES reporter, just after the Paying 
Teller had commenced his operations.. “Of 
course there is no question that every depositor 
was entizely secured. The bank had to get a 
loan from the Clearing-house, but other banks, 
which have not closed their doors, have also re- 
ceived loans.” 

“Why did you insist upon Mr. Seney remain- 
ing as one of the Directors of the bank ?” 

“ Because,” said the new President, ‘“*he is 
more intimate with the affairs of the bank than 
I could possibly be. I suppose you know that he 
has turned over $1,000,000 of real estate to the 
bank. That’s animportant point. Now,” added 
Mr. Jaques, **I can’t tell you anything of the af- 
fairs of the Metropolitan beyond the fact that it 
had a surplus of $1,400,000 on hand this mornin 
when it opened. That’s all I can say, as I’m hea 
over heels in the business of posting myself.” 


MR. SENEY ON THE SUSPENSION. 
SOME OF HIS MONEY LOST, BUT SATISEIED, 
AS THE BANK IS ALL RIGHT. 
Ex-President George I. Seney conversed 
freely with a Trmezs reporter in his private office, 
inthe Metropolitan Bank, yesterday afternoon, 
with regard to the temporary suspension of the 
iastitution. Mr. Seney looked very much wor- 
ried, and like a man who had passed through a 
severe mental strain. “The cause of the sus- 
pension,” he said, **was the alarm created in 
the minds of depositors by the constant attacks 
made in the’ newspapers upon me as Presi- 
dent of the bank, coupling my name 


with gigantic schemes, with many of which 
I never had anything to do. Three- 
quarters of the _ stories published about 
me in connection with syndicates controlling 
large blocks of capital were pure fabrications, 
but the depositors believed them, and became 
alarmed for the safety of their funds in the bank. 
Only last week a story was fabricated in one of the 
city papersand telegraphed all over the country 
about the *‘ Seney syndicate of North Alabama,’ 
stating that I was engaged in a vast speculation 
in real estate in the South. There was no foun- 
dation for it wnatever. Then appeared a report 
that Copeland & Co., of Boston, owed the Metro- 
politan Bank $300,000, A ge could not be collect- 
ed. The facts were that the bank helda claim 
originally of $25,000. Of this 50 per cent. had 
been collected when the story was printed, 
leaving the actual debt but $12,500, and 
we have every prospect of collecting 30 per cent. 
of that. Our customers read these stories and 
believed them, and began quietly to withdraw 
their deposits. Then came the Marine Bank 
crash and the failure of Grant & Ward, shaking 
public confidence, and the rush on our Paying 
‘Teller increased. There was no run, as it is usu- 
ally called, but the aggregate of the money 
withdrawn was very large, and we were forced 
to close in order to save our Zepositors as well as 
ourselves.” 

“Can you tell how much was withdrawn be- 
fore you decided to close?” asked the reporter. 

* No; I can’t give you the exact figures, but it 
was a very large amount, millions in the aggre- 
gate. There has been no defaication in the bank, 
and no officer has been guilty of anything that is 
not strictly honestand proper. Wesimply found 
that we must have prompt assistance or go to the 
wall, and we closed until we could get that 
assistance. The bankisin as good a condition 
now as ever; it has plenty of money, coufidence 
has been restored, and the Receiving Teller is 
— in more than the Paying Teller is paying 
out.” 

“The bank has aided the firm of Nelson Rob- 
inson & Co, liberally, has it not ?” 

“ft has 1oaned money to the firm, as it has to 
other houses in which it had confidence, on gooa 
collateral. i wish to say that I was not a special 
partner in the firm, as has been reported, and 
that I have no personal interest whatever in its 
affairs other than that of a father who wishes to 
see bis sons succeed in their business.” . 

“The bank made large loans to the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad, did it not ?” 

“It certainly did, but on security which is un- 
Aoubtedly good. We hold as collaterals the first 
mortgage bonds of the road, which we took at 
60 when they were quoted at above 70, and they 
are somewhere about 70 now. It is good secur- 
ity, asthe committee of the Clearing-house has 
decided, and we acted in the matter as cautious! 
as we should have done with a railroad in whiok 
I have no interest. So far as [am personally 
concerned, I have, of course, lost some money, 
but now that the bank is set right before the 
public again I am satisfied.” 

The firm of Howell, Saxton & Co., of Brook- 
lyn, of which ex-Mayor Howell is the head, filed 
# mechanics’ lien yesterday against the Seney 
Hospital, at Sixth-street and Seventh-avenue, 
that city, for $7,500. The deed of the 15 lots in- 
cluded in the hospital grounds made by George I. 
Seney and his wife to the Methodist Episcopal 
Hospital in December, 1881, for the nominal con- 
sideration of $1, was filed yesterday in the 
Kings County Register’s office. 


FOOLISH ALARMS ALLAYED. 
EXCITED SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITORS GET 
THEIR MONEY. 


The fright caused by the coutinuation of 
the panic in Wall-street was not perceptible 
among the depositors of the savings banks till 
yesterday. As soonas the banks in the neigh- 
borhood of Bleecker-street and the Bowery 
threw open their doors crowds, composed mostly 
of Italians and Jews, quickly gathered and with- 
drew their money. No especial hurry or uneasi- 
ness was manifested except at one bank, and the 
spirit of the crowds seemed to be that it would 
be much safer to have their money in their own 
pockets. Ail the savings banks were fearless of 
results, and the President of each declared that 


the banks were never in a better condition, and 
that from the nature of their dealings no great 
harm could come to them. 

A large crowd, composed mainly of Italian rag- 

ickers, fruit vendors, and laborers, congregated 

fore the door of the Bank for Savings, No. 67 
Bleecker-street, yesterday morning and began 
clamoring for admission. By 9 o’clock the crowd 
had reached such proportions os two police- 
men were sent from the Fifteenth Precinct Sta- 
tion to preserve order. An officer was stationed 
at each door and the crowd was admitted to the 
building. When the rows of benches which are 
placed around three sides of the ban -room 
were filled the doors were closed until those 
within bad transacted their business and with- 
drawn, when they were agaim\opened and 
the crowd admitted as before. This. was 
‘kept up until the close of the business hours at 3 


o’clock, when no more were admitted for the 
day. The majority of those who entered the 
building drew out all the money they had in the 
institution. William G. White, Controller of the 
bank, said that the drafts would ’reach $100,000, 
and that about $15,000 had been deposited 
during the day. The average daily drafts 
upon the bank amount to about 5 
and last week the drafts exceed the 
deposits by $30,000. Mr. Wyllis Blackstone, first 
Vice- dent of the bank, and in the absefice 
of Robert L. Kennedy. the President, who is in 
Europe, Acting President, said last evening: 
“This present run was entirely unexpected, 
and, as you can see, was made almost entirely by 
ignorant Italians, who follow each other like a 
flock of sheep. I-calculate that the bank will 
save by the run about $1,000 a day in interest. 
We expect it will be over by to-morrow, but in 
order to be prepared for any emergency [ signed 
checks to-day for $300,000." In the last report 
to the Superintendent of the Banking Denart- 
ment the condition of the Bank for Savings was 
reported to be as follows: Resources, $46,975,- 
=o Mabilities, $39,677,063 11; surplus, $7,296,- 

Said the President of the Seaman's Bank: 
“Things are running on almost as usual. Only 
a few foolish people are drawing out their 
money, and there will be hardly any perceptible 
change from an ordinary day’s business.” _ 

At the Emigrant’s Industrial Bank, at No. 51 
Chambers-street, men and women were standing 
in a line to receive their money. ‘“*We have 
nearly 54,000 depositors,” said the President, 
“and about 200 of them have drawn out their 
money, amounting to about $10,000. The falling 
off of the busimess of to-day and yesterday to- 
gether will not amount to $100,000. We are not 
afraid at all, as we have nothing that varies 
much in value.” 

“* There was a rush here,” said an officer of the 
Bowery rd py, Bank, “as soon as the doors 
were opened. It slackened up about 12 o’clock, 
and now everything is going on about as usual.” 

* There is no truth,” said the President of the

The financial flurry touched all the savings 
banks in Brooklyn, but the panicky feeling was 
almost exclusively confined to the poorer female 
depositors. All of the depositors who drew their 
money yesterday lose the six months’ interest on 
deposits in bank on the Ist of January, which 
would have been due on the Ist of July. The 
banks, of course, make money by the operation. 
No attempt is made to convince depositors 
that they would fare better by leaving their 
money undisturbed, because such a line of 
action would at once excite distrust and 
arouse the suspicion that the bank was unable to 
meet its liabilities. The Brooklyn Savings Bank, 
at Concord and Fulton streets, paid out about 
$70,000 yesterday, and at 3 o'clock about 200 de- 
Ositors were still in line. The bank closed its 

ront doors at the usual hour, but allowed the 
depositors to remain inside, and continued to 
make payments until all of those in waiting 
had received their money. A _ statement 
was published by one of the local papers 
to the effect that the South Brooklyn Savings 
Bank bad taken advantage of the act which per- 
mits asavings bank to refuse to pay its de- 
positors without a noticeof 60 days. he bank 
paid out money to depositors up to 3 o’clock in 
the atternoon, which is the usual closing hour, 
and will continue to make payments to-day if 
there are still any depositors who wish to with- 
draw their money.

At the office of Donnell, Lawson & Simp- 
son, No. 102 Broadway, the clerks were busy all 
day in preparing the statement of the firm’s con- 
dition and directing the hoiders of drafts when 
to present them for payment. The doors of the 
office and the adjoining walls were covered with 
a list of the places where these would be taken 
up.

THE ATLANTIO STATE BANK WAITING TO

No meeting of the Directors of the At- 
lantic State Bank, the only financial institution 
in Brooklyn that has closed its doors thus farin 
consequence of the Wall-street failures, was held 
yesterday. The bank still remains closed, but 
both President Puffer and Cashier Denton ex- 
press the hope that it will be able to re- 
sume business in a few days at furthest. 
Whether the bank will resume to-day or 


whether resumption ‘will be indefinitely aoe 
poned depends to a large extent, it is 
said, on Mr. George I. Seney’s financial 
soundness. Mr. Seney, with his relatives, owns 
over a third of the stock. Yesterday the ac- 
counts of the bank were submitted toa State 
Bank Examiner, and he, with President Puffer 
and Cashier Denton, were engaged last evening 
in examining them with a view to Zreparins a 
statement, which will be ready some time to-day. 
Mr. Puffer, when questioned, said the entire bank 
force was engaged in preparing the statement, 
Mr. Seney has not visited the bank since it closed. 

Round the doors yesterday morning were col- 
lected about 100 depositors, for the most part 
storekeepers*and men engaged in busihess in a 
small way. There was not much excitement, and 
by 2 o’clock in the afternoon all of the deposit- 
ors had gone away. The Union Ferry Company 
had about $75,000 on deposit with the At- 
lantic State Bank when it closed its doors. 
The deposit of the bridge Trustees in the 
same institution amounts to $196,000 and that 
of the Brooklyn City Railroad Company to be- 
tween $45.000 and $50,000. Mr. Hazzard, Presi- 
dent of the company, expressed the greatest 
confidence in the bank, and declared that it 
would certainly resume business within a short 
time. Equal confidence was expressed by the 
Union Ferry Compan and bridge officials. 
Altogether the bank had 3875 depositors, and 
nearly all the large corporations in the city are 
includedin thelist. The bank officials stiil re- 
fuse to state what amount of money they sent 
to the Metropolitan Bank before its temporary 
suspension on Wednesday.

THE TALK AT THE WINDSOR. 
HEAVY TRANSACTIONS BY EXCITED OIL 
BROKERS, 

The usual crowd of operators and specus 
lators at the Windsor Hotel last night was rein- 
forced by the presence of a large number of 
strangers and those drawn to the place by idle 
curiosity.

It was reported that among the throng present 
were the Presidents of three of the largest banks 
in Connecticut, who had come down with funds 
said to amount to $2,000,000, prepared to ioan 
them out at the rates current, and that an equal 
amount would arrive in the city this morning 
fora similar purpose. Asthe evening wore on 
the excitement which pervaded the throng at 
the beginning quieted down, and at the clos¢ 
the departing crowds seemed convinced that, 
barring accidents, to-day would witness a 
state of affairs.

LAUGHING AT SECRETARY FOLGER. 


BIS EFFORTS TO CHECK THE PANIC—A BILL 
TO PREVENT STOCK GAMBLING. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—‘*The efforts of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to check the panic 
in New-York,” said a financik t to-night, “ remind 
me of Secretary Boutwell’s efort to bring about 
a restoration of specie payments by increasing 
the coinage of ten-cent pieces.” Persons who 
are easily amused are laughing at the 
notice: given by Secretary Folger, that 
bonds called for redemption will be taken 
up at once, as a means of supplying 


a supposed stringency in the money market. 
The impression prevails here that there is no 
stringency and that people are seeking rather to 
find good securities, Government or otherwise, 
in which to invest, rather than to dispose of &uch 
securities in order to throw more money into the 
bands of stock gamblers. In the Washington 
banks there is scarcely a ripple of excitement. 
The Controller of the Currency, who bas every- 
thing to learn in his office, is unable to throw any 
light upon the Wall-street troubles. 

A resolution was offered in the Senate to-day 
by Mr. Morgan, which, under the rule, went over 
one day, directing the Committeejon Finance to 
examine into the causes of the failures of such 
of the national banks in New-York as have sus- 
pended, and report whether said failures have, to 
any, and what, extent resulted from any viola- 
tion of the laws regulating their conduct or from 
giving certificates upon Srafts. or by their ac- 
ceptances of drafts or other commercial paper 
drawn upon them, in evasion or in violation of 
the laws, and whether any of the national banks 
in New-York have been engaged since July 12, 
1882, in violation or evasion of the laws regulat- 
ing their conduct, and that the committee have 
leave to sit during the sessions of the Senate, to 
visit the city of New-York, to send for persons 
and papers, and examine witnesses on oath. Mr. 
Oullom introduced a bill, which was referred to 
the Committee on Finance, to prevent specula- 
tion on the part of national banking associations. 
It ts as follows: 

Be it enacted, &c., That it shall be unlawful for the 
President, Cashier, Teller, or other chief executive 
Officer of any national banking association having a 
capital stock of the amount of $200,000 or more to 
deal, trade, or otherwise engage in speculation in 
stocks, bonés, or other securities, or in grain, 

rovisions, produce, or oil, on margins, on 
nis own individual account, or for his own 
individual account, or for his own personal profit, 
either directly or indirectly, or to have any partnership 
or other financial interest in the operations of any pri- 
vate banking or brokerage frm or business.

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NO ANXIETY IN BOSTON. 
[WO FAILURES, BUT NOTHING LIKE A 

FLURRY—F. A. HAWLEY & CO.’S AFFAIRS. 

Boston, May 15.— Financial Boston 
passed through to-day’s excitement with ap- 
parently more ease than yesterday. Two small 
failures were reported—one of them of a private 
banking-house, and the other of a small broker- 
age concern—but these did not materially affect 
the street. The announcement of the suspension 
of the banking firm, that of F. A. Hawley 
& Co., was made soon after the opening of the 
board. Had the failure occurred during yester- 
day’s crisis it would have caused little surprise, in 
view of the general strain, but having weathered 
that, it was hoped and believed that no Boston 
concern would be obliged to suspend. The 
concern had been regarded as a con- 
servative oue, and has generally been 
supposed to be doing a _ safe business. 
The most serious ‘effect is upon small 
depositors, as the concern had been doing asome- 
what extensive business as a bank of deposit. 
The amount now in its hands is about $250,000. 
The habilities are said to ‘be between $300,000 
and $500,000. It is not believed that the failure 
will seriously involve any other houses, 
Regarding it F. A. Hawley, the senior member, 
states that the suspension was caused, not 
by the collapse of any particular stocks, but by 
the general depreciation. Bradstrect’s Agency 
states that F. A. Hawley, about 1869, started in 
the banking business with his son, James F., 
the father furnishing the capital, which is un- 
derstood to have been about $50,000. R. D. 
Elkins was their book-keeper, and was 
‘admitted to an interest im May, 1875. 
George F. Lord, who had been a _ clerk 
with them was admitted in November, 1878. 
They are both active, energetic, and capable 
business men, and J. F. Hawley is considered a 
man of ability. F. A. Hawley is naturally a 
careful man and square and honorable in his 
dealings. He has been a Director in the Boston 
National Bank for a number of years, where he 
is very well regarded as a business man. 

Mills, Stanwood & Co., a brokerage firm at No. 
40 Water-street, has suspended, with only slight 
liabilities, and the failure will not affect any 
bank or large firm. 

The feeling here to-day was one of some 
uneasiness, but yet of confidence in the 
strength of Boston institutions. Consid- 
erable stock was thrown upon the mar- 
ket, but the better stocks were quickly 
taken up again. The money market was firm, 
but less so than the exciting eventsof the last 
two — led some people to expect. There was 

meral serenity in the banks and brokers’ of- 

ces, and no one expressed a doubt that the banks 
would weather the storm without incon- 
venience. There was a little uneasiness here 
and there, and there were hints of brokers’ firms 
which were rather weak. A notable feature of 
the situation is the freedom of Boston concerns 
from any entanglement with the failing firms in 
New-York. The shrewder men seem to have been 
anticipating trouble in New-York for some time, 
and the result has n that Boston money has 
been nearly all withdrawn from that city, and bal- 
ances between New-York and Boston houses, 
where they exist, have been kept down to a few 
hundred, or at most to a very few thousand, 
follars. The present flurry is generally at- 
tributed to too careless speculation and to the 
unsafe methods of business adopted by the New- 
York brokers.

The bankers of the city met this 
morning and agreed to pay 20 per cent. cash to 
depositors and give certified checks for the 
balance. This agreement includes all except 
Armour’s Bank, which prefers to pay dollar for 
dollar. Theslight flurry of the morning disap- 
peared in the afternoon. A large number of de- 
posits were drawn out this morning,but nearly all 
were smal! amounts. Larger depositors appeared 
confident that the scare was artificial, and the 
concerted action of the banks, coupled with en- 
couraging Eastern advices, brought about an 
early reaction, and the excitement gretecily 
subsided. The report which got abroad that the 
Bank of Kansas City was involved seemed to 
originate in the impression that the bank had a 
large account with Donnell, Lawson & Simpson. 
Their books show they had only $34,000 with the 
New-York firm—a comparatively smal] amount.

_ A PANICKY OIL MARKET. 

THE PRICE TUMBLES—FAILURE OF THE 
TUNA VALLEY BANK—MUCH ANXIETY. 
BRADFORD, Penn., May 15.—When it was 

publicly announced by the President of the 


Bradford Oil Exchange this morning, before the - 


opening, that the Metropolitan Bank would re- 
sume, considerable confidence was generated and 
the oil market, which was off on the curbstone 
at 79 last night, opened at 81. Steven- 
son was a heavy buyer in Oil City 
and Bradford, and his individual efforts were of 
great effect in the prevention of a panic at the 
outset. The market strengthened al) day till near- 
ly 3 P. M., touching its highest point at 85% 
cents. Inthe ensuing hour, on extremely dis- 
cou ing advices, the market broke 9 cents, 
touching the lowest point at 76 cents, and clos- 
ing, offered frecly at 7634, There were no bids 
for oil at the close, the bears having it, 
apparently, all their own way. The New-York 
market was demora!ized ali day, ranging from 2 
to 5cents lower than the Bradford quotations. 
Since the close sales have been made there at 73 
cents. To-night everything is topsy-turvy, and 
the feeling, if anything, more panicky than last 
evening. There was only one failure on the 
floor to-day, that of Hilton & Waugh, one 
of the heaviest firms in the trade. Eleven 
thousand barrels were sold for their account 
at the opening this morning, on which the dif- 
ference was over $20,000. It is believed that their 
losses will approximate $500,000 in the past 
month. Other firms are reported weak, but 
thus far no additional failures are announced. 
It is poamase that they will be obliged to suc- 
cumb to-morrow. 

The failure of the Tuna Valley Bank was an- 
nounced early in the forenoon. The bank is owned 
and operated by C.8.. Whitney, of Belmont, N. Y., 
and S. A. Wheeler, of Buffalo, comprising the 
firm of Whitney & Wheeler, one of the heaviest 
prosuctas companies in the Bradford oil field. 

t is said they own 400 producing wells. The 
bank has made Thomas P. Thompson, of the 
Union Oil Company, its Assignee. Their failure 
is ascribed to unprofitable ventures in oil and 
other securities. The firm hada standing that was 
considered unassailable, and they ranked with the 
stanchest in the oil region. The members of the 
firm assert their ability to pay dollar for dollar, 
but this assertion is generally discredited. The 
belief prevails that they are insolvent. The 
bank was surrounded by an anxious crowd 
of depositors throughout the day, some 
women weeping and both men and women 
manifesting anxiety. The Bradford National 
Bank, the First National, Dow & Co., and 
Huff & Ege all experienced runs _ to-day. 
The First National suffered most severely. 
Their currency gave out before 10:30,and the 
Teller began to pay in silver dollars. Relief came 
at 11:30 in the shape of express packa con- 
taining $140,000, mostly in currency. Scarcely 
any doubt is felt as to the stability of all the 
banks here, though the occurrences of to-day 
have caused great uncertainty, and to-morrow’s 
developments are awaited with feverish anxicty. 
Confidence is entirely destroyed. 

It bas just been ascertained that $60,000, the 
city’s special fund for the erection of new water- 
works, was deposited in the collapsed Tuna Val- 
ley Bank. Nearly all the city funds were depos- 


ited in this bank.

THE EFFECT IN EUROPE. 
ENORMOUS DEMANDS FOR AMERICAN SECURI- 
TIES AT HIGHER PRICES. 

Lonpon, May 15.—The agent of the Asso- 
ciated Press this morning called upon the lead- 
ing London bankers baving important American 
connections, with a view to learning their opin- 
ions concerning the panic in Wall-street. The 
feeling renerally expressed was one of confidence 
that the panic should be considered a merely 
local occurrence. They were positive it would 
occasion no failures in London, either inside or 
outside the Stock Exchange. The general sound- 
ness of the financial situation here is made evi- 
dent by the fact that there have not even been 
rumors of large failures. The remarkable de- 
cline of American securities during the past 
few days has attracted a new class of 
investors into the market, who are stimu- 
lated also by the cheapness of money 
in England, Germany, and France. ,One promi- 
nent banker said it was anaung how little real 
stock was being sold here, but, he said, the bear 
sales were immense. The market shows a strong 
disposition to respond to anything favorable 
from America. The participation of bark of- 
ficialsin fraudulent schemes was severely cen- 
sured. This one thing had done more than any- 
thing else to weaken public confidence. The 
Standard says: “It is unknown whether the 
worst of the New-York crisis has yet been 
reached. The disposition is to buy rather than 
to sell.” 

There have been large purchases of American 
securities on the Stock Exchange to-day. Some 
jobbers were caught short of stocks. There was 
a general rebound. The securities of the Lake 
Shore, the Central Pacific, the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, and the Dlinois Central advanced. The 
largest business that has been done on the Street 
in a single day for years was done to-day. The 
purchases of American stocks by the small in- 
vesting public were enormous. The market was 
firm throughout the day. No checks were re- 
turned from the Clearing-house. 

Advices from Frankfort and other financial 
centres report great activity in the purchase of 
American securities. The feeling of confidence 
was increased by the growing belief in the sol- 
vency of American banks. At Amsterdam 
American securities were in great demand at 
prices much over New-York quotations, but the 
market closed less firm. 


LivEeRPOOL, May 15.—The effect of the 
New-York panic was scarcely noticeable upon 
the Cotton Exchange. Somewhat more than 
usual was offered for sale, but not on American 
account. For the grain trade merchants are wait- 
ing events, and so far the impression of the 
panic has been slight. Provisions soid more 
freely, principally on Chicago account. At 
Manchester a feeling of steadiness prevailed, 
though operators were cautious. The opinion 
at both Liverpool and Manchester is that the 
worst is over, 

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, May 15.—The 
panic in New-York only slightly affected the 
market here. It is believed that the worst is 
over. Large orders to buy have been sent to 
New-York by Frankfort houses. American 
securities that are dealt in here show a decline in 
some instances of 2 per cent.

BANGING AT SAGES DOOR 
—_—__—. 
UNCLE RUSSELL HAS A FLURRY 
ALL TO HIMSELF. : 
A DISORDERLY MOB HOWLS IN FRONT OF 
HIS OFFICE FOR HIM TO GET OFF HIS 
PRIVILEGES AND HE SAYS HE DID. 


As early as 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
the steps leading to the office of Russell Sage, No. 
71 Broadway, were filled with messenger boys 
and brokers’ clerks, armed with stocks and noti- 
fication. of securities to be tendered to. Mr. Sage 
on his “ puts.” Mr. Sage, with his usual foresight 
and prudence, had taken all proper precautions 
to guard against any greater tax upon his re- 
sources than could be prevented, and according 
to the story current in the Street, and universally 
believed, the proportion of actual messengers 
and the dummies placed in line by Mr. Sage him- 
self, to impede the delivery of notices, was about 
one to five. 

Promptly at 10 o'clock the doors of the office 
were thrown open, and a wild indiscriminate 
rush to the inner room was made. The process 
of receiving the stocks and the payment of 
checks was begun and carried on up toT:30, ina 
most deliberate fashion, and at that hour the 
amount of stocks taken in was comparatively 
small, and the last of the line which had formed 
in the morning had not got up to the Teller’s 
wicket with their notices. At1:30 the doors were 
closed, the clerks saying that no more stocks 
could be taken, and no more privileges 
stamped with the acceptance of the 
notice for delivery to-day. When this 
was done an unearthly howl went up from 
the crowd of 150 who were waiting on the land- 
ing outside with the notices. Shouts of “If the 
old man is gone up, why doesn’t he come out like 
aman and say so” were sent up, and on every 
hand were heard denunciations of what was 
called by every one “laying down on his privi- 
leges.”” Some of the crowd noticed that the fan- 
light of the office door was open, and immedi- 
ately the my messengers began writing out 
on slips of paper the forma! notices requi and 
they were thrown over the transum into the of- 
fice. When a great many had thus been thrown 
in the transom was closed, and then began a wild 
scene of excitement. 

One large speculator, who had heard of the re- 
fusai totakeany more notices, came rushing 
into the crowdand began hammering on the 
door. His blows were heard all over the build- 
ing, raising a din sufficient to awake the dead. 
He shou : “I want tosee Mr. Sage, andI will 
see him.” The policeman who was present en- 
deavored to restrain him, but he said: “If he 
don’t open the door I will burst itin.”’

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WAITING FOR THE NEW CABLE. 
—_— 
THE: FARADAY DELAY_D BY A CHANGE OF 
ROUTE—THE ROCKPORT STATION. 
Rockport, Mass.. May 15.—The steamer 
Faraday, with the American section of the Mac- 
kay-Bennett oceanic cable aboard, was expected 
to arrive here from Nova Scotia the first or mid- 
dle of the week. Unforescen events, however, 
have delayed her progress considerably. Imme- 
diately on her arrival at Dover poy. Rove Sco 
on Tuesday of last week, she laid about 80 miles o 
the transoceanic line. Then, having buoyed the 
sea end, she returned. to port, laid the heavy 
shore end of the American section, and had paid 
out about 31 miles of deep-sea cable- when Mr. 
Brittle, chief of the electricians abroad, received a 
m ordering him to pick up all that had been 
laid to within six miles of shore. This was suc- 
cessfully done, though only with the exercise of 
much care. The company had, at the last mo- 
ment, determined to take a more southerly course 
than that first laid out, to avoid the fishing 
grounds.. This involved the use of over 
40 miles more of cable. The Faraday 
started anew and had paid out about 
158 miles, then cut the cable and buoyed the sea 
end just off Cape Sable, and proceeded back to 
Canso to take the additional cable needed. She 
left Canso on Monday afternoon at 6 o'clock, 
and yesterday morning icked wu the 
cabie where she left t, splic the 
ends, and was yesterday reported steaming 
toward Cape Ann. Advices received to-day 
however, state that the Faraday has put back to 
Halifax and is taking in coal, and it is now 
thought she will not arrive here before Saturday 
or Sunday. The citizens of Rockport are 
moving for some kind of celebration of the 
event of the landing of the cable, 
but the popular subscription is not large 
enough to insure a very ambitious programme. 
The day will be made a holiday, and the public 
schools will be closed. A band of music will 
presemy be secured, and possibly a cannon, 
»0th to do the duties customary to them on 
occasions of jubilation. Several public- 
spirited citizens, however, have subscribed 
a fund to provide a banquet at the Abbott House 
for the officers of the Faraday, the electrician 
newspaper correspondents, and other visitors o 
note likely to be on hand, The hotel dining- 
rooms are already gaudy with bunting, the 
British and American flags being prominent- 
ly displayed. Messrs. Frederick and George 
ard are here, superintending the preparations 
for receiving the cable. The cable will come 
ashore on Cape Hedge, on the south side of Cape 
Ann, about two and a half miles from the centre 
of the town. Near the beach a testing station is 
being built and is nearly complete. An op- 
erator will live there while the testing 
preliminary to the delivery of the cable to 
the company is going on, and this may last sev- 
eral weeks. The Wards are also negotiating for 
a site for the business station in town, to which 
station the cable will be extended under ground. 
The plans for this station contemplate a modest, 
but attractive, little structure of one and a half 
stories, in which provision has been made for 
the operating-room, Superintendent's office, test- 
ing and battery rooms, and work-room. 


SUICIDE OF JUDGE REID. 


HUMILIATION CAUSED BY HIS RECENT BEAT- 
ING THOUGHT TO BE THE CAUSE. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 15.—The most in- 
tense excitement reigns in Kentucky, caused by 
the suicide of Judge Richard Reid, of the Supe- 
rior Court, who was cowhided at Mount Sterling, 
on April 15, by John Jay Cornelison, a prominent 
lawyer, who charged him with hypocrisy and in- 
fiuencing his fellew-Judges to decide a case 
against Cornelison. Thesuicide occurred at Mount 
Sterling, this morning, at 11 o’clock, in the office 
of Judge Brock. Judge Reid entered the office 
at 9:30 o’clock, complained of a severe headache, 
and asked permission to lie down in Brock’s bed- 
room overhead. He went in and Judge Brock 
left his office, returning an hour later. He went 
into his bedroom to wash his hands, and, to his 
horror, found Judge Reid lying on the bed dead. 


The bed was soaked with blood, and the suicide’s 
right hand grasped a revolver. The ball entered 
below and back of the right ear and emerged on 
the left side of the head. 

Since the assault on Judge Reid the appellate 
district, comprising one-third of the State, has 
been divided by partisan factions—that opposed 
to Reid denouncing him for cowardice in receiv- 
ing the cowhiding without showing fight, the 
other upholding him. Last Sunday the Christian 
Church of Mount Sterling —— expelled Cor- 
nelison for refusing to publicly apologize to Reid 
and show proper repentance. This whetted the 
excitement. Col. Anderson, a wealthy short-horn 
cattle king,publ or card sustaining Cornelison 
and denouncing Reid as a hypocrite. This was 
replied to by a man named Everett, who ac- 
cused Anderson of fraud and scoundrelism, 
and announced his rsonal responsibility 
for his statements.: It has been expected that 
this would provoke street fights, as: Mount Ster- 
ling is the centre of the mountain district, where 
so many tragic teuds have been fought out. 
The newspapers have fanned the flame by free 
comment on Reid, whom the church people were 
injudiciously upholding. Since the first excite- 
ment over the assault it has been generally 
agreed that Reid had shown a lack of personal 
courage, and this had brought down a storm of 
contempt upon him.

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SCOTCH CAPITALISTS ANXIOUS. ° 
ae See = 
LOOKING AFTER UNFORTUNATE LUMBER.IN-- 
VFSTMENTS IN THE WEST. 

DETROIT, Mich., May 15.—Representatives 
of Scottish capitalists are now in Detroit trying 
to ascertain about. how much will be saved from 
the financial wreck of the extensive umber 
companies. The Michigan pine is largely in- 
voived in the muddle. H. H. Cook, of Toronto, 
organized the British Canadian Lumber and Tim- 
berCompany about four years ago, the capital 
being chiefly provided in Scotland. Its posses- 
sions were in Canada, Wisconsin, and along the 
north shore of Lake Superior. It prospered at 
first, or had an appearance of prosperity. At 
all events, the stock paid a big dividend, and the 
canny Scots were serenely trustful. Two years 
ago Cook secured the refusal of all the standing 
pene geongin to the Detroit, Marqnette and 

ackinaw Jroad, the Peninsular nd Com- 

any, and Francis Palms, th three being the 
argest pine land owners in Michigan. The pine 
was to be had forso much stumpage, $1 75 and 
$2 being the prices agreed upon, and, although 
the quantity would reach 800,000,000 feet, Cook 
sailed merrily to the land of the haggis and 
thistle and gave his moneyed friends another big 
talk, It was an immense scheme, as it wus 
lanned in his sanguine anticipations, and its 
uties were pictured with such poe + gene that 
the hard-headed old capitalists could not get 
peal money over the counter fast enough to suit 
em. 

The result was the organization of the Ameri- 
can Lumber Company, which thereupon began 
operations in Michigan. This company shot out 
from the parent stem of the British Canadian, 
and the two concerns were closely allied. A large 
number of persons held shares, both companies’ 
Boards of Directors were almost identical, and 
J. 8. Lockie, of Toronto, as financial manager, 
guided the affairs of both. The stock of the 
new American company (limited) was $1,111,- 
000, and the principal shareholders lived in 
Scotland. There was little Canadian money in- 
vested. The company carried on lumbering 
operations in Upper my through the Win- 
ters of 1882, 1888 and 1884. On Jan. 21 it went into 
liquidation, assigning its personal property to J. 
L, Playfair and J. 8. Lockie, of Toronto, and 8. 
M. Cutcheon, of this city. It was at first denied 
that the company was in financial difficulties, 
and it was claimed that the assignment resulted 
from a dispute with venders concerning certain 
lumber limits in this State. Since then the 
British Canadian Company hasalso gone to smash. 
The — of the Btitish Canadian was $1,000,000, 
and half this went to the Messrs. Cook for prop- 
erty transferred. Within a year the Messrs. 
Cook retired, owing to alleged business disagree- 
ments. It was about this time that the finan- 
cial horizon of the companies began to cloud up. 
Operations in Michigan were chiefly confined to 
the American Lumber Company. There was 
never any complete estimate of the standing 
pine, but itis thought that about 35,000,000 feet 
was cut. The company has settled with the 
vendors, to whom the uncut pine reverts, and is 
now settling oustanding obligations. The indebt- 
edness in this country amounts to about $25,000 or 
$30,000; that in Scotland to between $130,000 and 
$150,000. The assets can hardly be estimated, but 
the outlook is not encouraging for the share- 
holders. Some weeks ago they selected_two 
Edinburgh lawyers, Messrs. Carnegie and W. C. 
Smith, to come over and examine into the affairs. 
Carnegie spent some time in Toronto and went 
home last week. Smith is here with Mr. Lockie, 
and both are diligently engaged searching after 
the bottom facts and settling up the affairs.

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.--Albert H. Moore 
of No. 1,701 Spring Garden-street, was for a year 
or two known as the owner of one of the finest 
dog kennels in the country. Hewas also known 
for a fow months as the husband of a handsome 
woman, who made a stir in society at Saratoga 
by wearing $50,000 worth of diamonds at a hotel 
dance. He is a son of Moore, the miliionaire 
liquor-dealer. He kept his dogs on a farm 
belonging to his father, at Moorefield, but 
broke up the kennel last year. Capt. Robert 


H. JexsBlake, who claims to be a gradu- 
ate of an English college and an ex-officer of 
the British Army, had charge of the dogs. 
After the kennel had been broken up he brought 
suit for an alleged balance of salary and to 
recover damages for what he declared was a 
breach of contract. His claim amounted to 
$550. The action came on for trial to-day. Capt. 
Jex-Blake testified that in October, after he 
left Mr. Moore’s employment, he was made 
Superintendent of Monmouth Park, near Long 
Branch, where he still is. He said that he 
brought his employer’s dogs to such a condition 
that they took more prizes than any kennel ever 
had befére. Mr. Moore, he said, actually grew 
weary of triumph. The cause of the breaking 
up of the establishment, however, was, to use 
what he said were Mr. Moore’s words: ‘Pop 
Sa stand itany longer, so the dogs had

‘Capt. Blake doesn’t state the cage as I under- 
stand it,” said Mr. Moore as he took thestand. He 
said there was no contract with the Captain, who 
remained from month to month. “ I spent $6,000 
in putting up a new kennel,” he continued.

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FIRE PROTECTED BY IRON BLINDS. 

Twelve engine companies and the crews 
of both fire-boats for three hours fought a fire 
at No. 20 Washington-street last night. The 
building is a five-story brick building, 100 feet 
deep, and having a frontage of 40 feet. It con- 


tained about 1,200 bales of cotton, which were 
on storage with Thomas Kane, the occu- 
pant of the building. The windows were 
all protected by iron shutters, which were 
fastened on the inside in the old-fash- 
ioned way. The fire broke out on tha 
second floor.g§While the firemen were bursting 
the shutters the flames extended through the 
stairways and burst through the roof. Engine 
Company No. 12 stretched lines of hose from an 
adjoining building, which was several! feet lower 
than the burning structure, and played streams 
ot water on the fire through the roof, while other 
firemen were effecting access to the flames 
through the windows. It was nearly mid- 
night when the last window was opened. 
Working from the rear, the firemen con- 
fined the fire to the front part of the build- 
ing. The loss was estimated at $30,000 on stock 
and $6,000 on the building. The building, with a 
similar structure at the rear, which fronts on 
West-street, was erected about 10 years ago, and 
were used for flouring mills for sometime. Mr. 
Kane leased them for use as storage warehouses 
about three years ago. The West-street building 
was burned out in the Summer of 1881. Chief of 
Battalion Rhodes was so badly injured by fallin 
walls at that fire that he was immediately retired 
onapension.

Those who 
have not yet yielded to alarm should un- 
flerstand that they have nothing to lose 
and much to gain by leaving their money

of by the Legislature yesterday: 
e former was put into an altogether un- 
satisfactory shape, inasmuch as it pro- 
vides for three Commissioners instead of 
one te be appointed by the next Mayor, 
with salaries of $5,000 a year each. Three 
Commissioners are eertainly better than 
four, but the.single-head policy is the only 
one under which distinct responsibil- 
ity and absolutely harmonious and effi- 
eient action ean be secured. ‘The excuse 
for a board of Commissioners arises solely 
from the extended functions which now 
pertain to the Park Department, but the 
proper solution of this difficulty would 
consist in dividing these functions and 
placing those which have nothing te do 
with the care of parks in different hands. 
The Fifth-Avenue Paving bill was so 
amended as to authorize the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners and the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to increase the limit 
of expense to $500,000 if it is found neces- 
sary, This is a very satisfactory disposi- 
tion of the matter. 


The Cities Civil Service bill has passed 
both houses of the Legislature. There is 
no reason to doubt that it will be signed 
by the Governor, It isan extremely im- 
portant measure, since it renders manda- 
tory on the Mayors of cities the system of 
appointment for tested merit, which was 
previously only optional with them. The 
law will increase largely the responsibility 
of the Civil Service Commission of the 
State, but it increases their power for 
good in a like degree, and with the trained 
judgment and efficient energy of their 
Chief Examiner, Mr. Burt, they will be 
found equal to the task, 


The very inadequate measure for the 
preservation of the Adirondack forests 
known as the Lansing bill, as amended by 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
Assembly, was passed last night. It 
provides for the appointment of a Com- 
missioner and ten foresters, and for the 
expenditure of $20,000, and will afford 
a beginning for a work that has been 
shamefully slighted by the Legislature. 
The session will come toan end at noon to- 
day, and not much of importance remains 
to be done. The danger is that what is 
done will not be determined by its impor- 
tance. The constitutional amendment lim- 
iting the indebtedness of cities ought te be 
agreed to and the bill abolishing imprison- 
ment in civil cases ought to pass, but the 
prospect for them is not good. The bill 
relating to the sinking fund of this city is 
one that should not be allowed to fail, but 
there has been an ominous lack of zeal on 
the part of those who have it in charge. 


The action taken by the Senate yester- 
day indicates that the bill making a loan 
of $1,000,000 for the benefit of the New- 
Orleans Exhibition will soon become a 
law. What a pity it is that the good 
people of Louisiana cannot, in return for 
this favor granted by the tax-payers of 
the whole country, stamp out that pesti- 
lential nuisance, the Louisiana Lottery 
Company, before the opening of the great 
fair! Every other State in the Union 
has declared the lottery business unlaw- 
ful by statute or Constitution, but 
the authorities of these States are forced 
to wage continual war against the agents 
of the Louisiana Company, who also inso- 
lently defy the authority of the National 
Government. The debasing and ruinous 
effects of this great nuisance that has its 
home in New-Orleans and will undoubt- 
edly plunder thousands of those who visit 
the exhibition, are felt from one end of 
the country to the other. The people of 
the Nation could well afford to make the 
loan a gift if in return the State would 
outlaw and suppress this pest, which it 
now supports by special legislation. 


JAY GOULD ET AL. 

There isa general disposition manifested 
to make Mr. Jay GOULD a scapegoat for 
the sins that have brought disaster to 
some and disgrace to other speculators in 
Wall-street, and which have also inflicted 
much loss and anxiety upon innocent peo- 


ple. Could Mr. GouLp be laden, if not 
with the sins of the whole financial tribe 
to which he belongs, then with his own, 
and be driven out to starve in the wilder- 
ness, it would be something that decent 
people would not deplore. They might 
even rejoice at the spectacle and help the 
departing speculator with hearty curses 
and accelerating kicks. But there are 
several elements lacking to make Mr. 
GOULD a serviceable scapegoat. Oneis the 
absolute disappearance from the modern 
world of any practical method of loading a 
man with the offenses of his fellows, that 
charming device for social reform being 
confined to an age when there were still 
miracles extant. Another is that though 
Mr. Govutp may be freely denounced, 
and deserve all the denunciation he gets, 
and people who have directly or indirectly 
lost money by him may wish to make a 
scapegoat of him, there is not the slightest 
sign of any real intention to drive him out. 
On the contrary, there is a large number 
of reputed respectable men who would 
be perfectly willing to make good their 
losses by sharing in the profits of his ras- 
cality, and who have no thought of loading 
him with anything but the stocks they 
have taken in hopes to make money by his 
manipulation of them, 

Undoubtedly Jay GouLp is as perfect a 
specimen of the modern financial ad- 
venturer, with plenty of brains, no con- 
science, and (probably) much money, as 
can be found. His methods for years past 
have been.as bad as they well could be. 
His cool violation of every trust, his cal- 
culated and unscrupulous enticement of 
the public to investment or speculation in 
worthless securities, his deliberate gutting 
of corporate property by the abuse of his 
powers as Trustee, his cunning employ- 
ment of legal forms for purposes of 
substantial robbery, his “rigging” of 
the stock market, and. his cynical 
indifference to every consideration of 
justice and fair business principles are, 
and for years have been, among the most 
powerful of the forces that have de- 
bauched a large portion of the business 
com sunity of the country. His career is, 
as thousands of people are saying, 8 scan-. 
dal and a shame to the Nation. The halp-

lessness of the law to bring him to ac- 
count, the impunity with which he has 
eommitted a long series of gigantic opera- 
tiens that in point of morality are no bet- 
ter than the petty operations of the bunco- 
steerer, are matters for which every Amerti- 
can citizen may well blush. the blush 
rrecrenre tient esa reflect 
that this wily man would have been ut- 
terly harmless if he had not had the un- 
principled greed of his fellow-citizens as 
the basis of his operations, and had not 
been countenanced, supported, and, in a 
sense, justified by active and direct asso- 
ciation with men whom the community 
believed they had a right to trust. When 
he secured the presence in his Boards of 
Directors of men who, by their repute in 
business or their conspicuous fidelity in 
public affairs, had won the confidence of 
the community, he got what was worth 
more to him than money. . 

How he managed to induce these men 
practically to transfer that public confi- 
dence to him can only be inferred, but 
they may well ask themselves at this 
moment, when some of the consequences 
of the transfer are coming home to them 
inthe wreck of fortunes and fair reputa- 
tions by which they are surrounded, 
whether the consideration they obtained 
was worth what it cost. In making up 
the account of this country with Mr. 
GouULD, such men as ROBERT LENOX 
KENNEDY, J. PIERPONT MorGan, Davin 
Dows, CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, Jr., 
ALonzo B. CORNELL, H. G. Marquanp— 
it isnot worth while to extend the list— 
must be set down as, in effect, the 
indorsers of his drafts on the trusting pub- 
lic. They have been and are on Boards 
of Directors with him. They have been his 
business associates. Withoutthe co-opera- 
tion and association of such men as these 
GovuLD would have remained the leader 
and companion of the vulgar sharpers of 
the Erie days, and the country would have 
suffered no such loss or discredit as has 
been brought upon it. The most remarka- 
ble and the most deplorable feature of the 
present condition of the country is the 
conspicuous lack of sensitive self-respect 
among those who claim the respect of the 
public. The feeling among men of 
standing that their reputation is to 
be sturdily guarded by a_ simple 
and proud withdrawal from unclean 
men and unclean things is not so strong 
as it was when communities were smaller 
and social ties were closer. Doubtless it 
will renew its strength, for the develop- 
ment of the moral force of societies, 
though irregular, is sure, and will adjust 
itself to new conditions. It is precisely by 
these sudden and cruel upheavals that the 
truth is exposed and wisdom and honor 
are enforced, but in the interval a heavy 
responsibility rests on those who have per- 
mitted well-earned reputations to be ex- 
ploited by a notorious scoundrel whose 
power over them lay solely in his capac- 
ity to make them richer. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Although the report of the Assembly 
special committee comes too late for 
legislative action at the present session it 
will afford an excellent basis for further 
reform work next year. It has the clear 
and incisive quality and the discriminat- 
ing spirit which have characterized all the 
work of this committee. The report is a 
serious arraignment of the present Board 
of Police Commissioners. The material 
of the force is spoken of in favor- 
able terms, but . efficiency and good 
discipline are not to be expect- 
ed if the head of the department is 
indifferent or actually opposed to a strict 
enforcement of the laws. The committee 
finds that the regulations of the depart- 
ment are nearly perfect, but that they 
have been systematically disregarded by 
the Commissioners themselves. This was 
shown to be the case in regard to the ex- 
amination of applicants for places on the 
force and the trial of Captains against 
whom charges had been made. In fact, 
it is stated that the Commissioners have 
paid attention to their own rules only so 
far as it has suited their convenience. 


It appears very distinctly from the evi- 
dence taken, and is stated by the com- 
mittee, that the Commissioners have con- 
nived at the violation of the excise laws 
and the laws against gambling and prosti- 
tution. The responsibility for the notori- 
ous failure to enforce these laws is dis- 
tinctly put upon the Commissioners, where 
it clearly belongs. That these laws could 
be enforced with far more vigor than 
has been the case is certain, and it 
was only necessary for the head of the de- 
partment to insist upon it to secure most 
efficient action on the part of the force. 
But the, Commissioners not only have 
not insisted upon it or encouraged it, 
but they have preventedit. Itis not credible 
that this is due simply to. indifference. 
It is a serious charge that the vice, drunk- 
enness, and misery of the city are largely 
due to the failure of the Police Commis- 
sioners to do their duty, and yet it is ina 
great measure true. Have they derived 
an actual revenue from permitting evils 
to flourish which sap the moral health of 
the community? If not, what has been 
the motive of their dereliction? There has 
been some’ secret influence which has 
allied them with the most dangerous and 
demoralizing forces in the city. 

The remedy for this state of things is 
declared to be a single Commissioner who 
can be held strictly accountable by the 
Mayor. The evils of the four-headed sys- 
tem are very clearly set forth, but the 
central vice is lack of responsibility. 
There is absolutely no reason for a four- 
headed commission, and _ there are 
very strong considerations in favor 
of a single head. A single Com- 
missioner would feel the responsi- 
bility resting upon him, and if he were 
a man fit for the place he would 
take pride in making a record for efficiency. 
‘The committee suggests that the Commis- 
sioner should either hold office during 
good behavior or go out of office with the

WHY THEY WINCOE. 


There are some things that are plain as 
a pikestaff. Who is there on this broad 
earth so dull as not to know instinctively 
why the rogue hates the halter, why the 
scalded cat dreads hot water, why the 
thieving cur yelps at the upraised cud- 
gel, and why Assemblymen Earn, VEE- 
DER, LITTLEJOHN, and their fellow-job- 
bers fear and dislike the Albany cor- 
respondent of THz New-York Times? 
They carried a vote of censure 
against him yesterday, these paladins of 
the legislative underworld, these lobbyists’ 
janissaries, riding a-tilt at all good bills, 
these and their fellow-knights, proud, 
sensitive, thin-skinned jobbers all. Sixty- 
seven of them, all told—thirty-five Re- 
publicans and thirty-two Democrats—thus 
recorded their valuable opinions on the 
behavior of correspondents and the con- 
duct of newspapers. And then one of 
them was investigated for stealing a bill! 

For his ‘‘ indiscriminate and unjustifia- 
ble attacks upon the character and motives 
of the members of this House”’—so runs 
this harrowing decree—the correspondent 
of THE Times “deserves the marked 
censure of this body and of all honorable 
journalists.” The ‘‘marked censure” of 
this noble band our _ correspondent 
must bear with what fortitude he 
can summon up; and a somewhat 
similar experience of his with the notori- 
ous Forty Thieves of the Legislature of 
1882 encourages us to hope that he will 
not be wholly crushed by the burden. As 
for the opinion of ‘‘ honorable journal- 
ists,” here are two specimens which we 
commend to the careful reading of the 
censorious sixty-seven. The correspond- 
ent of the Evening Post, in his dispatch 
giving an account of the passing of the 
resolution of censure, says: 

“Among those voting for it were a few respect- 
able men like Mr. WreLcn, of Niagara, but the 
mass of them constitute the jobbing element of 
the Assembly. The division list shows birds of a 
feather flocking together. The exceptions to the 
rule are men who seem not yet to have had their 
eyes opened to the character of the men whom 
they voted to whitewash. It is notorious here 
that neither Mr. EARL nor Mr. VEEDER has the 
confidence of the respectable element of the 
Legislature. The terms that have been used. in 


connection with them in THE TIMES are open 
only to criticism of taste rather than of fact.” 


_ And the correspondent of the Brooklyn 
Eagle thus records his views: 

“The general opinion among the members of 
newspapers now is that, while the correspondent 
of Tur Times has been unduly severe on cer- 
tain occasions, still his criticisms have been usu- 
ally just and well deserved. It is a notorious 
fact that this has been one of the most corrupt 
Legislatures in many years and that the newspa- 
pers have not told half the truth.” 

Not content with thus exposing the 
smarting wounds which the occasionally 
caustic pen of THE TIMEs’s correspondent 
has inflicted upon them, these 67 Assem- 
blymen went further and ventured to re- 
quest the proprietor of ‘THe Times in the 
future ‘“‘to send as its representative in 
Albany another and impartial correspond- 
ent.”

Through the zeal, watchfulness, 
and intelligence of the able and fearless 
correspondent whom you honor with your 
impotent censurei ts columns contain a full 
and accurate record of your rascally do- 
ings at Albany this Winter, and that record 
will be freely drawn upon whenever in the 
future any of you,have the temer- 
ity and the impudence to offer your- 
selves as candidates for public office. 
Did it occur to you, Mr. VEEDER, to 
you, Mr. EARL, or to you, tough old 
Mr. LITTLEJOBN, that Schenectady, Kings, 
and Oswego might see fit to send to Al- 
bany as their representatives next Winter 
other and more reputable men than you, 
in which case the arrangements made by 
THE Tres for its Albany reports will in 
nowise concern you? That idea has oc- 
curred to us, and we shall seek diligently 
to spare you any further pain in this mat- 
ter by opposing your renominations next 
Fall. 

We shall oppose you, not because you 
have been so foolish as to pass a resolution 
of censure upon our correspondent, but 
because THE TrmES believes you to be un- 
worthy legislators—men not fit to be 
trusted with the grave responsibility of 
making laws. You have been bullied and 
driven into passing a dozen or more ex- 
tremely good bills this Winter, but it was 
against your will, against your natural in- 
clinations, in some cases against improper 
influences and interests which your be- 
havior too plainly betrayed. 

We find that 47 of the 67 who voted the 
censure are servile wearers of JOHN J. 
O’Brren’s collars, and it is not improb- 
able ,that some editorial suggestions in 
yesterday’s TIMES, in which the names of 
the Assemblymen voting against the Bu- 
reau of Elections bill were mentioned 
in connection with the opening of 
the horse-pond season, may have fed 
the flame of wrath which so ridiou- 
lously burst forth yesterday, With 
hardly half a dozen exceptions the whole 
67 are men who have chiefly con- 
tributed to give the Legislature of 1884 
that reputation so universally given it, of 
the most corrupt Legislature since TWEEp's 


doubt that he was a willful murderer, it 
is doubtful whether, even in his case, a 
jury of South Carolinians could have been 
found to convict him of murder. If they 
had convicted him, the jurors would have 
exposed themselves to the wild justice of 
eld CasH, who had once hounded into a 
duel a lawyer who had tried a case against 
him. It is, we fear, inconceivable that 
anything could induce a jury in South 
Carolina to convict a father of anything 
for avenging a verdict of murder against 
his child upon the men who had rendered 
such a verdict. 

Although the practice of promiscuous 
murder very much needs a few executions 
to check it in South Carolina, yet the 
chance of such an event is so remote that 
we must be content to accept the killing 
of young CasH by a Sheriff's posse as a 
partial satisfaction of justice. The young 
man was very likely not worse by nature 
that most young men in civilized com- 
munities. He was simply the product of 
his environment. An average youth 
who had been brought up by such a 
bloody-minded old scoundrel as _ the 
senior CasH to follow the trade of a Col- 
onel would probably have become very 
much the sort of person that Boaan CasH 
was. But he would none the less have 
become a disgrace to the human species 
and a terror to all peaceable and industrious 
people in his neighborhood. In fact, the 
existence of such people as the Cash fam- 
ily, going at large with shot-guns, is in- 
compatible with civilization. It is possi- 
ble only in backward and barbarous com- 
munities. The Irish squireen of the 
eighteenth century strongly resembled the 
Southern Colonel. He had an equal thirst 
for ardent spirits and human gore and an 
equal distaste for productive industry; but 
murder, unless it was regularly com- 
mitted in a duel, was foreign to his 
habits. To find a parallel to the 
fighting Colonel, even in Ireland, we must 
go back to the gallowglasses of the seven- 
teenth century, while at this period of the 
nineteenth such people cannot be found 
in any civilized country outside of these 
United States. There they are found in 
considerable numbers as relics of the period 
of slavery. There are hundreds, and per- 
haps thousands, of pestilent pirates like old 
CasH still surviving in the South, curious 
mixtures of the mediseval robber baron 
and the modern dead-beat. As a survival 
the Colonel is disagreeable, but he is not 
menacing. 

Young BoGan Cash wasa discouraging 
object because his case showed a re- 
crudescence of the old disease in the 
young generation which has grown up 
since the -war.- The ‘‘new South” of 
which we hear so much must mean, if it 
means anything, an assimilation of the 
South tothe conditions of modern civil- 
ization and involve what HERBERT SPEN- 
CER calls the displacement of the state 
of “militancy” by the state of “in- 
dustrialism.” Much, of course, is to 
be allowed for a young man who 
has grown up under the guidance of so 
typical and truculent a Colonel as old 
CasH. But ina community which wasreal- 
ly civilized in the modern sense old CasH 
and young Casa would long ago have 
been suppressed for practices entirely in- 
consistent with “‘ industrialism.” The 
process of assimilation will, of course, go 
on and the descendant of a Colonel will 
some day be a peaceable modern man, 
just as the ancestors of all peaceable 
modern men not many centuries ago 
partook of the fierce primeval nature of 
the Colonel. But the process can be re- 
tarded or quickened, and itis not going on 
so fast in the South as sanguine people 
hoped when the war closed,falmost twenty 
years ago. Let us trust that if old Casu 
thinks it incumbent upon him to continue 
the vendetta between the law and the 
CASH family by murdering the whole Sher- 
iff’s posse upon which his son opened fire, 
we may at last see justice vindicated, even 
in South Carolina, upon a homicidal Colo- 
nel. 


ABOVE AND BELOW GROUND. 


The removal of the telegraph poles and 
the placing of all wires under ground will 
undoubtedly be of great advantage to our 
city. On the other hand, it will be a very 
serious injury to the race of arboreal men, 
since it will threaten them with complete 
extinction. 

This arboreal race has been developed 
since the introduction of telegraph poles. 
It constitutes .a distinct species of men, 
who differ in structure and habits from 
ordinary men. They possess spurs on the 
inside of each foot, closely resembling 
the spurs of game-cocks; their legs are 
bowed, their arms are long, they are 
short in stature, and possess great 
breadth of shoulders and wonderful 
muscular strength. They climb with 
great agility, but are awkward in 
their movements on the surface of 
the ground, and walk slowly and with 
much difficulty. They pass the greater 
part of the day on the cross-pieces of tele- 
graph poles, where they eat and sleep in 
perfect security, although an ordinary 
man, in such circumstances, would be in 
constant danger of falling. At night the 
arboreal men disappear, and it is beileved 
that they sleep in nests prepared by them- 
selves on the roofs of high buildings. 

Few attempts have been made to tame 
and domesticate this strange race of beings, 
One of them—a large male—was, however, 

‘captured a year or two ago and trained to 
hunt squirrels in the Northern forests, 
where he proved himself capable of travel- 
ing at great speed among the tree-tops; 
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men teaches them to keep 
the telegraph wires and poles in repair, just 
as the instinct of the beaver teaches it to 
keep its dam in repair. It is a common 
error on the, part of the public to suppose 
that the arboreal men-are employed by the 
telegraph companies. The latter are, of 
course, glad to have their property re- 
paired, but they have never regarded the 
arboreal men as hired servants. 

_ If we abolish the telegraph poles, what 
is to become of the race which makes them 
its habitat #? The arboreal men must either 
recede like the buffalo before advancingciv- 
ilization and take up their residence in Phil- 
adelphia or other still more remote places 
where telegraph poles still abound, or they 
must change their habits or become ex- 
tinct. Doubtless they will retire toward 
the setting sun, and in the course of years 
will be crowded still further and further 
westward by the advance of civilization 
until they disappear with the disappear- 
ance of the last telegraph pole on the Pa- 
cific coast. 

Meanwhile, if our wires are placed in 
underground passages, a new race of trog- 
lodytes will be developed. These men will 
live under ground, and will wander 
through the underground passages, using 
the telegraph wires as guides. Instinct 
will lead them to repair these wires when 
they become broken,and the troglodytes 
will thus do for the telegraph companies 
what is now done by the arboreal men. 
They will be a true race of cave-dwellers, 
and they will exist as long as the tele- 
graph companies are compelled to keep 
their wires under ground, or until the tele- 
graph companies cease to exist. 

Development, like any other variety of 
history, repeats itself, and we are now 
witnessing much the same scenes that oc- 
curred in the early history of mankind. 
Scientific persons inform us that man 
was originally arboreal, and that at a 
later period he became a cave-dweller. 
This means that at a very early period 
the telegraph companies covered the 
surface of the earth with their poles, 
and that most of the men of the period 
sought refuge on the summits of these 
poles from contemporary wild beasts and 
reptiles. Thus man became arboreal and 
remained such until—for some unexplained 
reason—the companies were required to 
put their wires under ground. Man then 
became a cave-dweller, and lived in the 
subterranean passages through which the 
telegraph wires were carried. The remains 
of the troglodytes when found in caves, 
such as those of the Riviera, have greatly 
interested scientific persons, but not one of 
the latter has ever dreamed that the cave- 
dwellers had anything to do with prehis- 
toric telegraphs. 

The great strike of the men employed by 
the Eastern Union Telegraph Company, 
which probably took place shortly before 
the glacial period, led to the destruction 
of the prehistoric telegraphs; a destruc- 
tion so complete that the secret of the tel- 
egraph was lost for millions of years. It 
is true that we have no written records 
of this great strike, but by an easy process 
of back-acting induction we can satisfy 
ourselves that it must have occurred. 
The destruction of the “ prehistoric” tele- 
graph led of course to the neglect of the 
underground passages in which the wires 
were placed. These passages soon caved 
in, and the cave-dwellers became extinct. 

The more we study the origin of men by 
the light of the development theory the 
more wonderful are the results which we 
can obtain—if we are bold enough. 


An English missionary publication an- 
nounces that King Mrzsa, of Uganda, has been 
additionally converted. He was originally an 
orthodox African pagan. Being visited by some 
Arab slave merchants, he conceived such an ad- 
miration of their rifles that he became a devout 
Mohammedan. Then Mr. STANLEY met him, 
and the pious Herald emissary converted the 
King to an original form of Christianity, 
which was briefly comprehended in a be- 
lief in the Lord’s Prayer and the pre- 
eminence of the Herald among all newspapers. 
Now we Jearn that a Church of England mission- 
ary has babtized MrTrsa, and that he is at present 
a zealous convert. He is evidently determined 
to try every new religion tbat is brought to his 
attention, andif Gen. GORDON undertakes to es- 
cape from Khartoum by ascending the Nile, that 
devout soldier will hardly be able to resist the 
temptation to visit MTEesA and to convert him to 
the sacramentarjan views which GORDON so 
earnestly advocates in his new book.

MR. M’CORMICE’S FUNERAL. 

Curcaco, May 15.—The remains of the 
late Cyrus H. McCormick were to-day placed in 
their last resting-place at Graceland. The esteem 
and affection in which he was held was mani- 
fested to a remarkabie degree at his late resi- 
dence, on Rush-street, from whence the funeral 
took place, for there were gathered many well- 
known business men, and also the employes 
of the McCormick Harvesting Machine Com- 
pany. It was arranged that the religious services 
should take place only at the house, and to ac- 


commodate the large number of peop who 
were to be present the four large rooms on the 
lower floor were thrown open and rows of seats 
arranged therein, a certain number of them 
being reserved for the more intimate friends of 
the family. At the north end of the haliway 
was placed the coffin, the family being seat- 
ed in the room to the left. The widow, 
however, occupied a seat at the side and near the 
head of the coffin, where she sat during the en- 
tire services. The floral decorations, which were 
elaborate and beautiful, were nearly all placed 
at the north end of the hall. The coffin, which 
was of walnut, covered with black cloth and 
silver mountin bore a silver plate, with the 
name of the deceased ntleman and date of 
birth and death engra thereon.

The bill mie oc goed $1,000,000 in aid of the 
Cotton Centennial Exposition at New-Orleang 
which was recently passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives was favorably reported by the Sen- 
ate ~ ropriations Committee to-day.

Cockrell, who made the report, asked that the 
bill be acted upon at once, and his uest was 
granted.

THE PRICE OF MILE. 


A CONFLICT BETWEEN THE FARMERS AND 
THE DEALERS, 

MrppiEtown, N. Y., May 15.—Last year 
the New-York, Outario and Western Railroad had 
a milk traffic through the country through which 
it then ran of 750 cans a day. The New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western carried 3,700 cans daily. 
Of the Erie’s share of the traffic 600 cars came 
from the Ulster and Delaware Railroad, 200 from 
the Wallkill Valley Railway, and 200 cans from 
the country between Middletown and Cornwall, 
off from the line of the road—in all 1,900 cans. 
This latter amount has been diverted from the 
Erie by the Ontario Road, through itsconnection 


with the West Shore Railway. The Ontario 
now carrying 1,909 cans daily, a gain of 150 cans.o 
new business over the 1,000 gained from the Erie. 
The latter road, however, has guined a new bus- 
iness of 600 cans of milk from its immediate ter- 
ritory, making its daily shipments 3,300 cans, or 
but 400 leas than it carried when there were no 
other lines competing for the business. 

In a recent address before a meeting of the 
Farmers’ Milk Company, President Richardson 
said that the Milk Exchange of New-York wag 
still waging a very bitter war against the Orange 
County milk, and was using every endeavor to 
prevent dealers from buying it. In many cases 
where dealers had contracted for dairies from 
this county the Exchange had induced them ta 
throw them out. A great many New-York deal- 
ers, he said, are being supplied with milk from 
long distances, and, as this cannot possibly _b¢ 
delivered in a salable condition during the hot 
weather, dealers are becoming anxious as the 
hot season approaches. If the ———— Count 
farmers hold out until that time the dealérs ad« 
mit that they must necessarily accept the for- 
mer’s terms or go out of the business for the 
Summer. Mr. Richardson says that it isa fact 
that there is a demand for 1,000 or 1,500 cans less 
of milk daily now than there was last year. 

Last month the Farmers’ Milk Company began 
the business of butter-making at their factory in 
Jersey City. They received over 1,50 cans of 
cream—sutiicient, if properly treated, to yield 
more than 25,000 pounds of butter. Owing to the 
delay in getting in necessary machinery much of 
the cream became unfit for use, and the butter 
the company succeeded in making was consid- 
ered unfit for selling to the consumers direct, and 
it was disposed of through commission houses. 
The result of the company’s first morth’s opera- 
tions was a loss of $3,000. 

In March last a number of New-York dealers 
contracted with a number of farmers in‘ the vi- 
cinity for milk at 34¢ centsa quart. The Milk 
Exchange subsequently reduced the price of 
mijk to 3 cents. The dealers notified the farmers 
that they would pay but 3 cents. The farmers 
continued to forward their milk. At the end of 
the month they were sent checks for the milk at 
8 cents. The checks were returned and suits 
commenced to recover 3% cents a — E.. B. 
Still and G. H. Bellows, two of the dealers, have 
settled at the farmers’ price, and paid all costs. 
The other dealers have asked time to considey 
the matter.

GEN. TERRILL DYING. 

INDIANAPOLIS. Ind., May 15.—Gen. W. H. 
H. Terrill, brother of Col. Charles M. Terrill, 
United States Army, is not expected to live 
through the night.

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SENSITIVE TO CRITICISM 


ASSEMBLYMEN WHOSE VIRTUE 
CRIED FOR VINDICATION. 

AN OUTPOURING OF BILE AND A VOTE OF 
CENSURE — A STOLEN BILL — THREE 
HEADS FOR THE PARK DEPARTMENT. 

ALBANY, May 15.@The manufacture of 
saws was delayed in the Assembly this morning 
while the sorehead Republicans and Democrats, 
(among whom the wearers of the collar of John 
J. O’Brien were the prin¢ipals,) who have been 
. criticized by Tae Times for voting against a bill 
insuring purity of elections in New-York City, 
devoted themselves to that newspaper and its 
correspondent. 

The interruption was provoked by that para- 
gon of virtue Assemblyman Mortimer C, Earl, 
of Brooklyn, rising te a question of privilege 
for something that had appeared in these 
columns reflecting, as he professes to be- 
lieve,- upon what he jis pleased to term 
his character. The criticism, in brief, was to the 
effect that the Twelfth District of Kings 
was not represented in the Assembly of 1884 by 
an angel of purity. In point of fact it is not. 
No member of any legislative body who deliber- 
ately places himself in the shambies can claim 
any such distinction. When Mr. Earl bad com- 

* pleted the vindication of the member of the 
Twelfth, by preconcerted arrangement his 
friend, Mr. Veeder, of Schenectady, whose career 
this Winter likewise is entitled to the same care- 
ful criticism which may in the future be bestow- 
ed upon that of Mr. Earl, stepped forward and 
offered a reselution to expel the obnoxious 
correspondent from the floor. 

This was an opportunity for the outpouring 
of bile that, was hailed with delight by those 
members who object to newspapers and news- 
paper men—not because they do not tell the 
truth about them, but because they do. ‘The an- 


cient autocrat of the Assembly, Mr. Littlejohn. of 
Oswego—whose quarrels with newspapers cover 
a period of a quarter of a century, whose consti- 
tuents elected him to his present seat by the 
asionishing majority of exactly nine votes, and 
now confidentiy expect to relegate him to the 
horse-pond of oblivion should he be a candidate 
next Fall—voiced the views of the soreheads when 
he denounced the freedom with which the press 
handles the names of members of the Legislature. 
The editorial reference to him and to other John 
J. O’Brien Republicans and Democrats in this 
morning’s TIMES was particulariy galling, and, 
in behalf of the wearers of the O’Brien collar, he 
resented it with ali the vigor of which he was ca- 
pable. Messrs. Welsh and Ely united in deplor- 
ing a want of proper respect for what they calicd 
the dignity of the House, while Messrs. Rice and 
Smith followed in a similar vein, though they all 
declared they would not vote to expel. The mo- 
tion of Mr. Howe, of New-York, to table the 
resolution was lost Dy 55 to 63. 

Mr. boynton, whose hostility to Adirondack 
legislation earlier in the Winter made him a con- 
spicuous target for newspaper critics, Was 
pro pt to pre-ent a resolution of censure, 
which, considering the fact that the present 
sapient body adjourns to-morrow and that many 
of its members will then 1 etire to the obscurity 
demanded by their course this Winter, concludes 
somewhat uniquely. It was as follows: 

Resolved, That the Albany carrespondent of THE 
New-YoOrK TIMES, in his indiscriminate and unjusti- 
fiable attacks upon the character and motives of mem- 
bers of this House, deserves the marked censure of this 
body and of all honorabie journalists. 

Resolved, That the proprietors of THE NEW-YORK 
TIMES be requested in future to send as its representa- 
tive in Albany another and impartial correspondent. 

The gag was applied by a vote of the rascals of 
the House and the wearers of the collar, anda 
number of members who endeavored to indorse 
the protest entered on the first vote by Mr. 
House, of New-York, were prevented from 
speaking. The horribie penalty of censure was 
inflicted by the following combination vote (Re- 
publicans in romans, Democrats in italics :)

Those who have frequented Albany during the 
session will have no difficulty in determining to 
their own satisfaction how many members of the 
Black Horse Cavalry are recorded in favor of 
censure. 

Mr. Roosevelt immediately rose to a question 
of privilege, and spoke as follows: 

Mr. SPEAKER: It has been charged by certain 
members on this fioor and, as I understood, the 
gentleman from Kings [Mr. Earl] also charged in 
his speech that I was at the bottom—that is, that 
I instigated this attack in THE N&rw-YORK 
Trugs. Any such statement is unqualifiedly 
false. I wish tostate that I never cause an at- 
tack to be taken in a newspaper, and that I 
should scorn to take any notice whatever of any 
newspaper attack upon me, for, unlike 
some of the gentlemen who have spoken, I have 
too much faith in my own character to believe 
it needs to be defended from all criticism. Take, 
for example, in one of the New-York papers it 
is asserted that I really worked for the defeat of 
the Bureau of Elections bill. Did I know that 
the charge was true, I might be sensitive enough 
to rise to a question of privilege, but I most em- 
phatically know it to be false. Those are sensi- 
tive who have cause to fear honest criticism. I 
think this Legisiature has done shameful dis- 
eredit to itself by the course it has taken this 
morning. Itinust be remembered that a large 
part of the remarks referred to were editorial, a 
statement by that paper itself, and this Legis- 
lature has tried to muzzle the press because an 
honest and fearless correspondent— 

Mr. Welch—I raise a point of order. I hope 
the gentleman wil] confine himself to the ques- 
tion of privilege and not lecture the House. 

Mr. Roosevelt—It is, perhaps, fitting that these 
who have this day voted against a free press, 
and who were allowed full! libeisy to speak on 
one side, should decline to allow any one who 
differs from them to speak upon the other. I 
merely wish to state that the charge against me 
1s baseless. Ido not wish to lecture the House, 
for its conduct has been such that no lecturing of 
mine could increase the discredit which it has 
brought upon itself. 

his farce of-the session was hardly ended when 
this virtuous Assembly was called upon to ap- 
pointa committee to investigate the stealing 
of one of the bills,and if possible discover 
the thievish member. Mr. Taylor, of Kings, 
mde the charge that a bill which had passed the 
House was missing from the Senate, and when 
last seen it was in the hands of a member of the 
Assembly.

expressed therein. The members conc’ uded that 
sometbing shady was contained in the bill, and 
they promptly killed it, much to the disgust of 
Mr. Van Cott, who bad sworn that he would pass 
the pool bill this Winter. Among the bills passed 
b) the Assembly were the Kiernan bill establish- 
ing cheap cabs in New-York; the Gibbs amend- 
ment to the consolidated act relating to the 
New-York Health Department; the Adirondack 
biilin the form in which it was printed in THz 
Times of Monday last. 

The Grain Elevator bi!l and Sex. itor Eilsworth’s 
Postal Telegraph bill were killed, TheCivil Serv- 
ice bill was passed, without the political assess- 
ment amendment, and that including Inspectors 
of Election and Poll Clerks. The Adirondack 
bill was passed as amended by the Senate. The 
Assembly passed Senator Campbell’s Corlears 
Hook Park bill. 

Senator Gibbs called up the Park bill this 
morning, and, after some discussion, his amend- 
ment, or substitute, providing for three Park 
Commissioners, with salaries of $5,000 each, to 
be appointed by the Mayor after Feb. 5, 1885, was 
adopted, and the bill, as amended, was passed. 
The Assembly amendments to Senator Daly’s 
building bill were concurred in. and the bill was 
sent to the Governor. The Assembly bill mak- 
ing an additional appropriation ot $250,000 for 
the new Capitol came up for concurrence and 
was defeated, receiving only 10- votes. It was 
erroneousiy stated in to-day’s Trowes that the 
Senate had passed this bill. 

The conference committee on the Fifth-av- 
enue Pavement bill reported that it bad avreed 
upon amendments which authorice the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners and the Board of Appor- 
tionment to increase the amount appropriated 
for the pavement from $400,000 to 500.000 in case 
no responsible bidder offers to do the worx for 
the lesser sum. The report was agreed to. The 
bill authorizing the construction of a picr 
for the joint use of the Police and Dock 
Departments was passed by the persistent 
efforts of Mr. Cullen. The bill requiring brewers 
to label their casks with the ingredients of their 
fluid contents came up for a third reading, when 
an amendment was adopted by a vote of 16 to 13 
exempting most of the counties where 
are located. The friends of the bill declined to 
have it passed in this shape and it was laid aside. 
Speaker Sheard’s bill authorizing the city of 
New-York to subscribe $50,000 for the Bartholdi 
statue was ordered to a third reading. 

Senator Thacher made a final effort at the 
evening session of the Senate to get an extra ap- 
propriation of $250,000 for the new Capitol, but it 
was voted down—15 to 11. Mr. Thacher subse- 
quentiy presented a protest from 250 alleged Re- 
publican laborers, employed on the Capitol, 
against the action of the Senate in refusing the 
appropriation. 

Mr. Daly offered a preamble and resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment, by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, of a select committee of five to in- 
quire into the causes of the present financial 
panic, the methods of doing business, &c., and 
to report at the next session of the Legislature. 
After a half-hour’s discussion, in which Mr. 
Ellsworth, Mr. Titus, and Mr. Lansing 

opposes the resolution, and Mr. Esty and 
Mr. Daly advocated it, it was laid on 
the table. The Senate confirmed the nomi- 
nation by the Governor of Oliver B. Caldwell, 
of Watertown, and John Palmer, of Albany, as 
Trustees of the Soldiers’ Home at Bath. The 
Senate bill for the protection of the Brooklyn 
monopoly, by prohibiting new companies 
rom laying pipes without the consent of 
property owners, was returned with the Assem- 
bly amendment limiting the price that existing 
companies shall charge for gas to $2 per 
1,000 feet. Mr. Daggett moved to non- 
concur in the amendment, and Senators 
Daggett, Otis, and Nelson were appointed 
a conference committee on the part of 
the Senate and Speaker Sheard’s bill authorizing 
New-York City to subscribe $50,000 in aid of the 
Bartholdi statue, was concurred in. Assembly- 
man Earl’s little piece of demagoguery, entitled 
an ‘“‘act to regulate the hours of labor of con- 
ductors and drivers of cars drawn by horses in 
cities," which was defeated the other day, was 
called up by Mr. Coggeshall and feconsidered, 
This time it succeeded in getting the necssary 17 
votes, owing to an explanation by Mr. Robin- 
son, who said that it amounted to nothing any 
way, being so drawn as to be practically null and 
void. The two Assembly bills relating to the 
pier line of Gowanus Bay and confirming grants 
made in pursuance of chapter 702 of the Laws ot 
1873 were concurred in. he Senate concurred 
in the Assembly amendments to the Adirondack 
bill providing for a single Commissioner at a 
salary of $4,000.

THE POLICE BOARD CONDEMNED. 
A SINGLE-HEADED \‘ COMMISSION RECOM- 
MENDED BY THE ROOSEVELT COMMITTEE. 
ALBANY, May 15.—Mr. Roosevelt made 
the following final report of the work of his 
committee in investigating the New-York Police 


Degetnent to the Assembly to-day. Following 
is the report: 


To the Assembly of the State of New-York: 
We, the committee appointed to investigate the local 
government or the city and —— of New-York, have, 
since our origina! time was extended, held 16 sessions, 
devoted to the investigation of the Police Department. 
Asa result we submit the following report: 
The character of the subordinate pareve, that is 
of the majority of the patrolmen and of many, if not 
most, of the Captains, is beyond question good. Indeed, 
it isa matter of surprise that it should stand so bigh, 
considering the vicious system of appointing that pre- 
vuils and the indifference to good discipline that has 
been displayed by the heads of the department. It is, 
of course, impossible to get the best service out of an 
ordinary policeman, no matter how good he may pnat- 
urally be, unless his superiors give him active encour- 
agement in his efforts to do right und hold him to strict 
accountability when he fails in any way to perform his 
duty. The responsib.lity for evil rests wholiy with the 
Commissioners. Superinterdent Walling, formerly. by 
uli accounts. a most honest and trustworthy public 
servant, is now, as shown by his own testimony and by 
the extraordinary apology made for him by Commis- 
sioner French, incapacitated by age from performing 
the duties required by his position. 
Atthe outset we found a fata! defect in the present 
system, viz., the fact that the commission is four- 
headed. There should be but one Commissioner, who 
should either be appointed to bold during good be- 
havior. or else who snould take and leave office with 
the Mayor appointing him. There is absolutely not a 
single advantage in having four heads, while tne dis- 
advantages are innumerable. At present there may be 
one or even two good Commissioners on the board, and 
yet if the others are bad they are poweriess, and 
all that can be done is to condemn the board 
as a whole, it being impossible to discriminate between 
the innecent and the guilty. With a many-headed 
commission, moreover, the long-tarmed system works 
badly; the Mayorinherits from his predecessor, as it 
were. most of the board, and goes out of ffice long be- 
fore his appointees. As a consequence there may be in 
office atany time some inefficient Commissioner, re- 
sponsible to no one, and appointed by a man who has 
himself ceased to hold public position for quite aterm 
of years. There ought to be but one head, who should 
be held rigidiy accountable to the Mavor, and the latter 
in turn wii] be judged by the people according as his 
appointee does or does not do well. 
s guthorized by statute, the department has 
em ag aset of rules which on their face are almost 
perfect, and which, if rigidiy followed out, would make 
the discipline and government of the force very nearly 
faultless; but, as a matter of fact, in many instances 
little or no attention is paid to them, and certain of the 
most important are systematically violated or ignored. 
‘Tbis is notably the case in regard to the examinations 
and re-exam nations of applicants for admission to the 
force befure the Board of Surgeona, where the 

roceedings were sometimes really farcical in charac- 

ar, especially in regard to the rujes which solemnly 
warn members of the force against trying to help 
themselves oy outside influence, whereas the indorse- 
ments upon the bucks of the applications, as well as the 
direct testimony of Cnief Clerk Hawley, show that 
political considerations were often and probably gener- 
ally the contro}ling ones, and in regard to the rules re- 
quiring police Cuptuins to betried for non-performance 
of their Cutz. which were in many cases simply disre- 
garded. Indeed, the Commissioners seem oniy io have 
paid attention to the rules so far as it suited their own 
convenience to do so. 

The constant disregard of their own rules by the Com- 
missioners, though very properly ex)osing them to se- 
vere criticism, is still an evil that can be in great part 
reached by legislation; for instance, by including the 
department within the provisions of the Civil Service 
Reform bill. But there are graver instanc:s of wrong- 
doing, where the system is not to blame, put where the 
Commissioners have failed, and seemingly willfull 
failed, to do their duty as required by iaw. We speak 
of their failure to enforce the laws against gam- 
bling and the filegal sale of liquor, and, to a 
certain extent, of their failure to enforce the laws 
against prostitution. Beyond doubt, the graver 
ofienses ugainst property and person meet with no 
sympathy from them, but the class of crimes aliuded 
to—classes where the violator is pecullariy susceptible 
of being binckmatied—have not, in our opinion, been 
treated as they would have been if the Commissioners 
had been honestly desirous of doing their duty. Again, 
we wish to cal! attention to the fact that we consider 
the heads of the de ment responsible for its short- 
comings; the subordinates, except in individual cases, 
are not nearly so muchto blame.

Taking al) of the above facts into consideration, the 
conclusion seems irresistible that the Police Commis- 
sioners connived at the lottery policy business being 
carried on in New-York. 

The laws relat'ng tothe sale of liquor without a li- 
cense, to the sale of liquor after certain hours, and to 
the sale of liquor on Sunday are all continually and al- 
most openly violated, under circum tances that would 
geem to show that in many cases hush money is paid to 
the police. At any rate, the laws could, beyond all 

vestion, be enforced with intinitely greater stringency 
than at present,and non-enforcement can onlv mesn 
that the Commissioners do not make any determthed 
effort to have them put into effect. 

In a less degree these remarks apply to the laws 
against prostitution. This is a vice that can probably 
never be eradicated, but the evils result'ng from it can 
be minim and at least such ftiagrant and © ensive 
exhibitions of indecency as preyaii in certain streets of 
the city can be prevented. 

n the opinion of your committee a large amount of 
the vice, and misery which exists 
fn the city of New-York ix due to the fail- 
ure of the Board of Police Commissioners 
to disch their dnties relu*ing to the enforce- 
ment of the Jaws A single Pelice Commissioner, 
conscious of the ereat respons!’"lity resting upon him, 
with a desire to discharge his fal! duty. and of such 
personal character as would command public confi- 
dence, with at his command the pre nt numerous 
force, well officered, well disciplined, and of such ex- 
cellent physique, would,in the opinion of. your com- 
mittee, be able to remeily,anrd in muny instances to 
eradicate, the evils which now so notoriously extst. 
This is particularly true fm relation to the lax enforce- 
ment of the laws relating to excise and theallowance of 
indecent exhibitions of prostitnt'on on tie streets, In 
our opinion there can be no excuse for the present con- 
dition of affair: in relation to these mutters, and the 
oaly culeeeies must-be found in a fecling of great 
indifference on the ofthe Commissioners and the 
members of a ice forces in resarc to the effects of 
such evils upon the community. it is too lute to intro- 
duce a bill at this session, but we eurnestly recom- 
meud the passaze by the next Lecisiature of a bill lea- 
isiating the present four-he ded board out of office 
and substituting a single Commissioner in thelr place. 

In handing in this, our last, report, we foe! obliged to 
say that. judging from information received by us, there 
are several other departments in the City Government 
(notably the Board of Excise, the Controller's office, 
and the Department of Docks.) which stand in need of 
a thorough overhauling. And us a resuit of our ob- 
servations of the general workings of municipal li- 
tics, we would urge that several changes be made in 
thecharter of the city; in especial, that the manicipal 
election be held in the Spring, that the Mavor’s term be 
made to last for three years, that al) departments be 
made single-headed. and that all appointees of the 
Mayor go out of ottice with him.

A NEW MAJOR-GENERAL. 
MOLINEUX APPOINTED TO COMMAND 
THE SECOND DIVISION. 

ALBANY, May 15.—The Governor sent 
the name of Edward L. Molineux, for Major- 
General of the Second Division, National 
Guard, in place ot Gen. James Jourdan, re- 
sigued. Senator Otis moved that he be con- 
firmed without reference toa committee, which 
Was agreed to and the confirmation was unani- 
mous. This position has been vacant for a long 
time, and the leading candidates for it were 
Gens. Christensen, Brownell, and Molineux. 
Gen. Molineux is a member of the firm of 
Reynolds, Platt, Richardson & Co., paint manu- 


facturers, of Fulton-street. He is about 56 
years of age, and had an excellent record in the 
war of the rebellion. 

Gen. Molineux first became connected with the 
National Guard in 1854, when he joined the 
Brookiyn City Guard, Thirteenth Regiment. 
When the war broke out he volunteered and 
went out as a member of the second company of 
the Seventh Regiment, and served during tne 
preliminary campai_n in which that organization 
was engaged. In August, 1862, he raised the One 
Hundred and Fifty-ninth Regiment, New-York 
Volunteers, and in the following November was 
placed in command as Colonel. He was with 
Banks's expedition to New-Orleans and in the 
first movement against Port Hudson. In April, 
1863, he was severely wounded at the battle of 
Irish Bend, Louisiana. In August of the same 
year he was appointed on the staff of jor- 
Gen. William B. Franklin as Inspector-Gen- 
eral and Provost Marshal of the Thirteenth and 
Nineteenth Army —_ 7 He took part in the 
siege of Petersburg. He commanded a brigade, 
under Gen. Sheridan, in the battles of the Shen- 
andoah Valley, and, upon the recommendation 
of Gen. Sheridan, was brevetted Brigadier-Gen- 
eral for gallantry. In May, 1865, he took posses- 
sion of Augusta, and he commanded the district 
of Northern Georgia and South Carolina until 
August, 1865. Atthe close of active hostilities 
he retired to civil life with the rank of Major- 
General by brevet. Gen. Molineux was elected 
to command the Eleventh Brigade (now Fourth) 
in June, 1879, and resigned in 1881. In politics 
Gen. Molineux is rated as a Republican.

THE REV. DRS. NINDE, WALDEN, MALLA-

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—The General 
Methodist Episcopal Conference devoted to-day 
to the election of four Bishops. The galleries 
were crowded with visitors, and the aisles were 
so filled that business was transacted with difficul- 
ty. The tellers reported. as the result of the first

RIDDLED WITH BULLETS AND 
FIGHTING TO THE DEATH. 
THE REMARKABLE STORY OF A MURDERER 
WHO DEFIED THE SOUTH CAROLINA AU- 
THORITIES FOR NEARLY THREE MOBTES. 
CoztumBia, 8. C., May 15.—After Sheriff 
Spofford’s attempt last week to arrest Bogan 
Cash, who was known to be near to and in unin- 
terrupted communication with his father, had 
failed, Solicitor Newton sent peremptory orders 
to Spofford to turn over the warrant to Deputy 
E. T. King. Last night Deputy King took a 
posse of 10 men and proceeded to W. Bogan 
Cash's plantation, about nine miles south of 
Cheraw. He located two men between the 
barn and the house and two between the barn 
and the historic swamp. Deputy King had 
information that Bogan Cash had slept in the 
barn or in the house every night recently, and 
last night, upon finding that Cash was in the 
barn, he surrounded that building. giving orders 
not to tire except in self-defense, Somehow, one 
of Cash's strikers managed to get to the barn and 
give Bogan the alarm. . At 4:30 A. M. Cash came 
out of the barn with a double-barreled shotgun 
and a Winchester rifle. As soon ashe was ordered 
to halt he opened fire upon the posse, who re- 
turned it, and the volley resuited in the killing of 
Cash, whose body was literally riddied with Win- 
chester balls. 

Cash continued firing after he was down, fight- 
ing till the death. Samuel Lee, Bogan Cash's 
particular henchman, who was tried for his life a 
few years ago for the murder of young Pressly, 
but escaped conviction by a legal technicality, 
was secreted under Cash’s house, from which 
place he fired on the posse, but was soon disabled 
by a bullet through the leg. He was arrested 
and committed to jail for trial. The only person 


in the arresting party who was hurt was W. H. 
Hilton, who had one finger shot off by ‘W. B. 
Cash. The ball, tortunately, was turned asfde by 
ee the barrel of Hilton's rifie, thus saving 

8 life. 

The Coroner's inquest has not yet been heard 
from. As Col. Cash has stood ready to sacrifice 
his life for Bogan, the tragic death of his son, it 
is b lieved, will drive him to one of three things 
—the loss of hisown life in an attempt to re- 
venge his son, suicide, or the insane asylum. 
James Coward, who was mortally wounded y 
Bogan Cash at the time he killed Town Marshal 
Richards, still survives, but is a heipless para- 
lytic, and may die at any moment. 

The kiiling of William Bogan Cash is the sequel 
to the double crime of which he was the perpe- 
trator on Feb. 23 last, and ends the long chase of 
nearly three months enraged in by the State and 
county au horities to hunt down the outlaw. 
Young Cash was the son of Col. E. B.C. Cash, 
himse:if one of the most notorious men in the 
South, who is remembered principaliv for the 
Lloody crimes which ue hus committed, includ- 
ing the killing of Col. W. M. Shannon in a duel 
into which he had forced him. The son wasa 
worthy tollower of his father, and had suy- 
rounded himself at his home at_ “Cash's 
a by a band of foillowers who were 
willing to aid him in any scheme of 
violence which he might con emplate. On Feb. 
16 young Cash went to Cheraw, nine miles from 
his father’s home, where he occupied himself in 
the congenial business of piice gloriously 
drunk. He succeeded so well in this that he be- 
came boisterous and abusive, and finally Town 
Marshai Richards telt called upon to remonstrate 
with him. The result of this was t: at Cash as- 
saulted Richards, and a fight followed, in which 
the Marshal was knocked down, beaten and 
kicked, and almost kilied. Having accomplished 
this little feat, young Cash mounted his horse 
and rode home to sleep off the effects of his 


spree. 

It is probable that this would have been the 
end of the matter but for the interference of old 
Col. Cash. He was away from home when the 
fight occurred, but upon his return he heard of 
it, and at once took down his rifle and began to 
clean it. He said that he was going to kill Rich- 
ards for daring to strike his song This aroused 
the blood of young Cash, and he told his father 
that he was perfectly able to do that little job 
himself, und at once set out for Cheraw to seek 
his victim. This was on Feb. 23, one week 
after the original difficuity with Richards. 
Cash took with him three horsesand posted them 
in different parts of the town. so as to have the 
means of escape at hand in whatever locality the 
murder might happen to be done. Then he 
started to search for Richards, and found him 
near the telegraph office, leaning against a tree. 
Standing near Richards was James Coward, a 
young man with whom Cash had no cause for 
quarrel whatever. He walked by Richards twice, 
and then sep ing up to him exclaimed: ** Hello! 
you’re watching me, are you  “T'm attendin 
to my business,’’ was the answer of the Marshal. 
Turning to Coward, Cash said: ‘* D— it, are you 
watching me too?” Coward made no reply, and 
Cash passed ona few steps, when he suddenly 
wheeled about and, drawing a self-cocking re- 
volver, fired three shots in rapid succession at 
Richards. The first struck him in the arm and, 

lancing off, passed through the left lung of 
foward: inflicting a wound which is regarded as 
fatal. «he second entered the left lung of Rich- 
ards, and caused his death, and the third missed 
itsaim. Having done the work for which hehad 
set out Cash mounted one of his horses and rode 

uickly out of town, making directly for his 

ather’s house, where he was welcomed by the 
old man with all the delight of a father proud of 
his son and his murderous deed. 

The excitement and indignation among the 
citizens of Cheraw was great, and threats of 
lynching Cash were freely indulgedin. A Sher- 
iff’s posse was quickly formed, and the murderer 
was followed to his father’s house at Cash's 
oe The men halted before the house, and 
Col. Cash came out to see them, armed with a 
shot-gun and pistois. He defied them to take his 
son, and said that if they attempted it several of 
them would die in their tracks. The desperate 
character of the old man was well known, and 
the Sheriff’s posse were not made of the material 
necessary to meet it. The result of the parley 
was that they withdrew for consultation, and be- 
fore they had done consulting they were safe 
from Col. Cash’s shot-gun, back to their homes 
in Cheraw. 

It was two weeks before another serious at- 
tempt was made to capture the murderer, al- 
though Gov. Thompson had offered a reward of 
$506 for his arrest, and in the meantime Cash re- 
mained at his father’s house, surrounded by his 
trusty strikers. ‘“*Cash’s Depot” is composed of 
a rickety railroad station, a few houses, an old 
eee, and the frame mansion, surrounded by a 
double piazza, and standing in a forest of pines, 
in which Col. Cash lives. Across the railroad 
track, in a clearing, are a log hut and two barns, 
and beyond these stretches the Pedee Swamp. 
Young Cash slept in this log hut or in one of the 
barns, and his scouts were thrown outin all di- 
rections in the town to warn him of the approach 
of pursuers. During the day he passed most of 
his time on an island in the swamp, on which he 
had gathered a large store of provisions to serve 
him in case he was te oy to suspend his visits 
to the hut for any length of time. Here, guard- 
ed by his band of followers, he bas defied all at- 
tempts to capture him until he was killed last 


night. 

Sn March 8, Gov. Thompson, finding that the 
county authorities were unable to capture the 
murderer, sent Chief State Constable Richbourg, 
with a posse of 12 men, to surround the Cas 
house and secure him dead or alive. They left 
Columbia on a special train and reached Cash's 
Depot just before daylight, and surrounded the 
house. At6 o'clock eld Cash arose and came to 
the front door. He observed onc of the pickets, 
and going back into the house armed hjmseif 
with a Winchester rifileand two revolvers, and 
started to escape. He had gone but a short dis- 
tance when he wassurprised by one of the pickets, 
who covered him with his rifle and ordered him 
to drophis arms. ** Drop your gun,” shouted the 
sentinel, “or I’! shoot.”” and Col. Cash obeyed 
the order. He was going to the log hut, he said, 
where his son slept, and he promised, if allowed 
to go alone, toreturn with young Cash inside of 
an hour. Constable Richbourg allowed him to 

o, but he returned in five minutes, and said that 

is son had gone out and he did not know where 
he was. The hut was then searched, but the bird 
had flown. Theconstable then went to Cheraw 
and returned with 50 men, and the swamp was 
scoured until night, but without finding Cash 
The Colonel was sent to Columbia, and locked 
up, as an accessory to the murder, both before 
and after the fact, but he was sebsequently re- 
leased on $2,500 bail, the magistrate holding that 
there was not evidence enough to warrant his 
conviction. 

A day or two after this unsuccessful hunt a 
friend of young Cash telegraphed to the Goy- 
ernor that he would surrender himself, provided 
a promise was given that he should be confined 
in the Chesterfield Jail until the next term of 
court, and tried atthat term. The Governor de- 
clined to make anv bargains with the murderer, 
and since then a number of attempts have been 
made to capture him, the last one last week, but 
without success. Cash always had warning of 
the approach of his pursuers, and man to 
elude them in theswamp. The recent attempt 
of Col. Cash to start a erecstetion for the poor is 
looked upon asa scheme of his to create sym- 
pathy for his outlaw son.

STRANGLED IN A HALLWAY.

THREE. MURDERERS WHO QUARRELED DES- 
PERATELY OVER THEIR SPOILS. 


On attempting to open the street door to 
the house in which he lived, No. 1,97 Third- 
avenue, at about noon yesterday. little Eddie 
Jewel, who lived with his mother on the top 
floor, found it fastened from the inside, and no 
amount of pushing on his part served to open it. 
The door is always left open, and little Eddie was 
agood deal surprised. He called Joudly for his 
mother to come down and jet him in, and just as 
the window of her room was opened the street 
door swung back and the boy went in. 
Lying on ‘his: face on the floor was a 
gray-haired old man, and standing near 
where he lay were two young mien whom the 
boy did not know. Eddie asked the mien what 
they were doing there, and one of them said it 


was all right, that the man was an old drunk, 
and that they were taking care of him and trying 
to get him home. They seemed to be telling the 
truth and the boy started up stairs. When he 
reached the first landing he encountered a third 
man, who was leaning over the  bannis- 
ters looking up stairs, apparently watch- 
ing for some one. The man, who was 
a f pegs J fellow, was in his shirt sleeves, 
and as the boy passed him hesaid: “It'sallright. 
We ain’t doin’ no harm, an’ you’d better go up 
stairs.” Eddie went up half the next flight of 
stairs and then looked over the bannisters to see 
if the men in the hallway were still there. Two 
of them were bending over the man lying on the 
floor, going through nis pockets, while the third 
was still ae some one. Without wait- 
ing to see more die ran to his mother’s room, 
and, as soon as he could recover his breath, told 
her tliat there was a man down stairs being 
robbed and murdered for all he knew. 

Mr. Jewel and a Mrs. Schwarzman,a visiting 
neighbor, immediately ran down stairs as fast as 
they could, but the men had gone. One of the 
women stumbled over something. It was a little 
dark in the hall, and then they discovered the 
body of a man lying there. His coat and shoes 
were gone. All his pockets were turned inside 
out and he was motionless. Bending over his 
body Mrs. Schwarzman felt the man’s heart, and 
then found that he had breathed his last, 
Eddie ran out in the street and called in 
Officer Brady, of the Twenty-third Precinct. 
About 15 minutes after the men had been dis- 
covered in the hallway, George Griess, a saloon- 
keeper, at No. 2,188 Second-avenue, was inter- 
rupted at his lunch by the entrance of three 
young men, who sat down at a table near the 

ar and called for “the dice.” One of them 
lost after a few minutes manipulation of the 
dice, and some. drinks were ordered. The 
men quarreled and were put out, but re- 
turned and threw dice tor more drinks. 
‘They began to quarrel among themselves about 
the division of some money, and two of them 
had begun an assault upon the third. They beat 
the prostrate man until the latter was uncon- 
scious, and then left him and ran away. Griess, 
inthe meantime, had gone out to look for a po- 
jiceman, but when he saw the two men run out 
ot bis saloon he sent Michael Donovan, a boy 
who was employed in a neighboring store, to 
tollow them. Ali three boarded a second-avenue 
car going down town. At the Atables of the com- 
pany, at Ninety-fifth-street, Officers Jordan, of 
the Twenty-third, and Brady, of the Nineteenth 
Precinct, were found. They arrested the two 
runaways. 

They were taken to the ene Precinct 
Station-house, where they said they were James 
Grady, 19 years old, of Seventy-third-street and 
the Eastern Boulevard, and Michael Ahearn, 30 

ears, of Ninety-fifth-street and Fifth-avenue. 

oth gave their occupations as that of general 
peddling, and both denied all knowledge of the 
assault. Capt. Sanders, who was in the station- 
house at the time, ordered a search to be 
made of their pockets. Nothing of any_value 
was found, but Grady dropped a red Russia 
leather pocket-book from under his coat. 
Just as the men were being led away to their 
cells the body of the man killed in the hallway 
on Third-avenue was brought into the station- 
house ona stretcher. With it came little Eddie 
Jewel, and as soon as he came through the door 
he saw the two prisoners, and excitedly ex- 
claimed: “Those are the men. Those are the 
men. They killed him. I’m sure they aid. I 
saw them rob him.” 

Ina few moments Harry Barling, of No. 2,026 
Third-avenue, rushed into the station-house to 
look for his father, who he had heard had been 
murdered. He identified the body as that of his 
father, Joseph Barling, and also recognized the 
pocket-book which Grady had dropped. Cor- 
oner Levy was sent for, and instituted a pre- 
linfinary examination, Barling said that his fath- 
er was 64 years old and lived with his family, 
consisting of his wife and five children, at the 
address given above. He has lived in this city 
since 1860, when he came here from Baltimore, 
Md., and was employed as book-keeper and 
draughtsman for the firm of Morgan & Co., deal- 
ers in granite and gravestone ornaments at No. 
99 Maiden-lane. The son said that Mr. Barlin 
had not been at work since Saturday iast, and ad- 
mitted, with some reluctance, that since that 
time his father, who was ordinarily nothing of a 
drinking man, had been on something of a spree. 
Yesterday morning he left his home at about 10 
o’clock and had intended going down town. 

Grady and Ahearn were committed to impris- 
onment in the statidn-house by the Coroner, to 
await the action of a Police Justice, and he him- 
self will hold a further examination to-day. 

The other one of the murderers, who is Michael 
Healey, of Seventy-third-street and East River, 
was found lying on the table in the saloon where 
his companions had left him, badly battered and 
unconscious. He was taken to the Ninety-ninth- 
Street Hospital, where he now lies in a very pre- 
carious condition, so that the other two may 
have to answer for a double murder.

A BIG FIRE 1N PANAMA. 


THIRTY-EIGHT BUILDINGS DESTROYED AT A 
Loss OF $500,000. 

,PanAMA, May 6.—On Sunday evening, 
April 27, a fire broke out in the Eagle drug store, 
under the Hotel Valparaiso. The latter was a 
large wooden structure on Calle Salsipuedes, 
near the Merchants’ Dock and the market. Ina 
few minutes the whole building was burning, 
and the fire spread to a distillery in the rear. The 
buildings next to the hotel to the south were 
ablaze as well, and the fire crossed the street to 
the west and attacked a block near the 
market, from which it spread to the Mer- 


chants’ wharf. The latter was a covered 
structure of wood. As Panama has no 
water-works, no firemen, no engines, or 
hose, nothing could be done but to let the fire 
burn itself out. The military were called out to 
keep order. They didso for a time, but as im- 
mense guantities of goods and liquor were ex- 
rr e lower classes soon were drunk. They 

ok machetes, a native knife-like sword, and 
bade defiance alike to the police and military. A 
general steal took place. any merchants, with 
the vague idea of saving their stock, put it in 
the streets, where the crowd helped itself. The 
fire kept extending, and soon spread to a 
building near the eastern end of the market 
and then to the eastern end of the market itself. 
Fortunately the latter hasa frame of iron and 
is covered with metal. Theeastern end of boards 
was ablaze, and communicated the fire to the 
dealers’ stalls within. Later the fire was checked 
in that direction. The blaze kept spreading and 
working its way up Salsipuedes-street. The 
fire kept on its course and turned the 
corner at the Bazar Universal, and worked in 
an easterly direction. Here again it crossed the 
street and consumed a valuable block belonging 
to Sefiora T. Recuero, who had a large and valu- 
able stock of goeds. From here it communi- 
cated to and destroyed a whole square, covering 
nearly an acre of ground, and again crossed the 
street and devoured seven houses to the south. 
While these buildings were ene the fire 
burned its way down the street facing the water, 
and destroyed every house and shop in its way. 
At about 5 o’clock two small fire-engines, lent 
by the canal company,and a section of hose 
from the Panama Railroad checked the flames 
about an eighth of a mile from where they 
started. 

Thirty-eignt buildin were destroyed, and 
$500,000 will not cover the losses. The insurance 
is not more than 15 per cent. of this amount, as 
the foreign companies gk $25 r $1,000. 
That any company should take a risk hereis a 
matter of surprise. English companies paid bit- 
terly for their experience and have withdrawn. 
When a fire takes piace here it only burns out. 
Fortunately there was no wind; had there been, 
half or all: of Panama might have been de- 
stroyed. THe State Government is powerless in 
the face of such disasters. To save goods means 
to have them stolen. Sefiora de Leon lost $8,000 
by stealing. When the tide came in canoes put 
to sea filled with allkinds of goods. Four acres 
were burned over. Goods and furniture were 
thrown out in any way to save them, when, if 
portable, they were stolen by the thousands of 
the lower classes. Four lives were lost, a man 
was shot, and another stabbed. 

The great interests centring here are nearly 
all foreign. A day is coming when foreign pow- 
ers must and will have a say about the manner 
in which their subjects are treated. France, no 
doubt, owing to the millions she now has invest- 
ed here, will have the chief claim, as close on to 
$40,000,000 gold is now invested on the isthmus,

RAKING UP THE FIGURES 
UR. ASTEN STORMS THE EXCISE 
DEPARTMENT. 


HE WANTS THE APPROPRIATION CUT DOWN 
BY THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE AND AP- 


PORTIONMENT. 

President Nicholas Haughton, of the 
Excise Board, appeared before the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment yesterday morning 
to speak in favor of the estimate of $80,300, 
which he and his colleagues had figured out they 
would need to run their department during the 
fiscal year of 1284-5. The revenue of the Excise 
Department, Mr. Haughton said in beginning his 
remarks, had incroased 200 per cent. since 1877 
and 20 per cent. during the past year. In 1877-8 
the department received for licenses $206,235. 
During the year ended Apri! 30 last the sum of 
$615,650 was received from the same source, being 
an increase of $100,000 over the preceding year. 
This had been done while the board was ham- 
pered and assailed on every hand. It 
bad vindicated itself against the charges 
made by the Commissioners of Accounts 
and the temperance societies, and was to-day en- 
forcing the laws better and collecting more rev- 


enues than ever before. But while the revenues 
from the board and its efficiency had been steadil 
increasing, the appropriations for its work had, 
in proportion to the work do been steadily 
docreuiin . With its increase in the revenues of 
100,000, the board only asked an increase of 
10,300 in the appropriation over that of last year. 
“You had a defalcation to make last 
year, hadn't you ?” interrupted Tax Commission- 


er Asten. 

“Oh, no, Sir, not last year,” replied Mr. Haugh- 
ton. Continuing, the Excise Commissioner cited 
what he termed evidences of economy in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the board and said 
that it had more cases to try than any one of the 
civil courts. The clerks of the department did 
more work than any two in most of the other 
city departments. **Notadollar is asked for in 

he estimates for the coming year,” said Mr. 
aughton in conclusion, “which can be dis- 
ae Neel without impairing the work of the: 


In response to a question from Mr. Asten, Pres- 
ident Haughton described the duties of I 
ors in the Excise Department, saying that all ap-- 
plications for licenses were referred to them to 
report upon the character of the applicant and 
the place and surroundings. The board never

not entirely satisfied with the report made 
by Inspectors. 

“There is no department with which I am so 
thoroughly familiar as the Excise Department,” 
said Mr. Asten rising to his feet and hten- 

out a mass of papers before him, “I have 
taken pains to inform myself not only as to the 
New-York department, but also those in other 
cities. The present Excise Commissioners are a 
— improvement over their predecessors. 
‘he salaries which they desire to pay their clerks 
are, I believe, warranted. The clerks I think 
are honest, intelligent and capable. But. Mr. 
Mayor, (turning to Mayor Edson,] I do object to 
certain things in the department. I object, 
to the Board of Commissioners ask- 

g us to appropriate a certain sum for 
a certain purpose and then that 
money for a _ different purpose. n 188 
the board asked for and we appropriated $18,500 
for clerk hire. According to the records in the 
Controlier’s office $13,751 85 only was expended 
forthat purpose. They asked us and we gave 
them $27,000 for Inspectors and a! spent $31,- 
608. Now, as to these Inspectors. ey asked us 
for money to pay 30 of these Inspectors and we 
gave it to them, but the records show that they 
Ppmployed on an average 85. I raise the point 
tight here that they do not need 3 Inspectors. 
The law makes the police Inspectors. TOJs as 
much their duty to look after violations of the 
excise law asit is of any other law—as it is to 
sed burglary or incendiarism. When the 

otel clause was in force there was some excuse 
for this number of Inspectors, because visits had 
to be made to the so-called inns. But they are 
not necessary now. In the city of Brooklyn, 
with 2,700 *gin-mills,’ as they call them, scat- 
tered over a lurger territory than are the 
New-York liquor chops. they employ only two 
paula Tespectors. © say that the New-York 
boardmeeds 35 Inspectors is payne tk 
ing that the New-York police are good for noth- 
ing. These gentlemen do rely upon the police 
for help. I believe that 10 Inspectors are enough; 
56 ought to do the work. to the coll on 
of revenue, 14 men in this Internal Revenue 
District collect $7,000,000 at an expense of threo- 
fifths of 1 per cent., while in the Excise Depart- 
ment ft costs 114g per cent. to collect the license 
fees. This thing bas crept up gradually, gen- 
tlemen, but I hope that this estimate will be so 
amended as to do away with it in the future,” 

Mr. Asten also objected to the estimate of 

.000 for counsel fees. There was no necessity 

ora counsel in hearings before the board. The 

board was perfectly competent to hear and de- 
termine without the assistance of counsel, and, 
in fact, counsel would do more harm than 
good. He believed that $2,000 was enough 
for counsel fees. “Now,” said Mr. Asten, 
selecting some papers from the mass before him, 
“there is the estimate for printing. Nothing in 
these estimates has astounded me more than that. 
The printing for the Tax Department costs us 
53.100. The idea that the Excise Department re- 
quires $5,000 to pay its printing bills for the com- 
ing year is something I can’t understand. I have 
ere estimates from practical printers for the 
work which the Excise Board will need, and I say 
that it can be done for $2,000. I sttbmit, Mr. 
Mayor, that the sum of $48,800 is sufficient to run 
the Excise Department exclusive of the Commis- 
sioners’ salaries during the coming year, and I 
move that that sum be appropria instead of 
$80,300 as asked for by the Excise rd.” 

President Haughton defended e estimate. 
“If we bave to depend upon the police for our 
inspections,” said Mr. Haughton, “then God 
pelp the board. The police nave enough to do as 
it , 

Mayor Edson said that last year the board had 
received $70,000. It had performed its workin a 
satisfactory manner, and it seemed to him as if it 
could be done equally weil during the comin 

ear for the same amount, or at least $1.000 addi- 

ional, Some of the items seemed to him to be 
too large. He should favor the appropriation 
of $71, and then leave the ay . 
for its proper expenditure with the Excise Board. 
“Whatever this board appropriates,” said Mr. 
Asten, “the responsibility with it. Appro- 
riating more than the sum I have named means 
Phe turning loose of a lot of useless Inspectors. 
The city of New-York has been paying thou- 
sands of dollars for years for Inspectors the 
necessity for whom is not apparent. It is said 
that as these men are paid out of the fees re- 
ceived for licenses they do not cost the tax- 
yers anything, but it should not be forgotten 
t every dollar taken from this license fund is 
taken from our charitable institutions, and, under 
the new law, from the police pension fund. If 
this amount is not sufficient, wecan add more 
when it becomes necessary. Let ustry one year 
without these useless Inspectors and with re- 
duced printing bills and counsel fees.” 

“* Well,” replied President Haughton, “if you 
Sropoee to cut us down to five Inspectors you 
might as well be decent about it,and put it all 
on the Commissioners. Do you expect us to do 
the work ?” 

Mr. Asten--The pontiomen asks if we expect 
him to do any work. We certainly do expect the 
Commissioners to work. If it is necessary for 
yg make inspections, why should they not 

0 it? 

Controller Grant—You propose to allow $10,- 
600 for 10 Inspectors, Mr. Asten. How do you 
figure that ? + 

r. Asten—I would give nine of the Inspectors 
$1,000 each, and a Chief Inspector $1,500. 

Controller Grant—Do you think that $1,000 will 
secure Inspectors capable of doing the work that 
three or four are doing now ? 

Mr. Asten—It is all the Excise Board ask for. 

Controller Grant—Don’t you think it would be 
better to pay a larger salary ? 

Mr. Asten—Yes, I'd vote for five Inspectors at 
double the salary. 

Mayor Edeon raised the point that under the 
law, as he understood it, the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment had no right to fix the sal- 
aries of any persons in the Excise Department 
except the Commissioners. 

“T haven't fixed any salaries,” said Mr, Asten: 
“T have given them a certain amount to use i 
salaries. I insist, however, that it shall be weed 
= specific purpose for which it is appropri- 
a ” 


A resolution was adopted fixing the salaries of 
the Excise Commissioners at $5,000 each, and that 
amount was appropriated for that purpose. Con- 
troller Grant then offered a resolution appropri- 
ating $40,000 for the expenses of the department, 
exclusive of the salaries.of the Commissioners. 
This Mr. Asten accepted in lieu of his own. 

President Kirk, of the Board of .Aldermen 
moved to amend b substituting the sum of 
$60,000 for that of 000. The amendment was 

lost, Mr. Kirk alone voting for it. The Mayor 
amended so as to make the amount $56,000 in- 
stead of $40,000. “I believe,” said the Mayor, 
“that these Excise Commissioners should be 
held responsible. If they do wrong, then let 
charges be preferred against them, and let the 
Governor remove them. If anybody will pre- 
sent charges against these gentiemen to me I 
will go myself before the Governor with them 
and ask for their removal.” The Mayor’s amend- 
ment was lost, Mr. Asten and Controller Grant 
votin inst it. The Controlier’s resolution 
was aioe lest, the Mayor and President Kirk vot- 
ing against it. The whole matter was then laid:

THE TRANSACTIONS OF CAPT. SPICER WITH 
THE SUSPENDED FIRM. 


George E. Spenoer, Cashier for the de- 


fuact firm of Grant & Ward. propped a big ledger 
on his knees, yesterday afternoon, and enlight- 
ened Refereo Hamilton Cole about Capt. Elihu 
BSpicer’s $26,000 worth of Gulf, Coloraco and 
Santa Fé Railroad second mortgage bonds. 
Capt. Spicer claims that he simply left them in 
Mr. Ward's safe over night, and that Mr. Davies 
has no right to keep them, as securities. Mr. 
Davies declines to give them up, and the Captain 
sues for their recovery. 

The Cashier said that Capt. Spicer brought the 
bonds into Grant & Ward's office on the 26th of 
last April and gave them to Mr. Ward. The wit- 


ness was not present, nor did he overhear any 
conversation which passed between the two, but 
soon afterward Mr. Ward handed him the bonds, 
saying as he did so: “ Enter these on Capt. 
Spicer’s credit as securities for stock account, 
and then put them in thesafe untilevening. Be- 
fore you go home put them in the vault.” 

Mr. Spencer said that he did as he was told. 
Turning over the ye x the big ledger, he 
showed the entry. It been scratched out 
and re-entered, and the figures were big and 
blotchy. The Cashier explained it in this way: 
“ The night after the failure Mr. Ward sent for 
me to come to his house. During our conversa- 
tion he said: ‘Oh, by the way, those bonds of 
Spiver's should not be entered on the accounts, 

e wassimply passing the door and left them 
with me for safe-keeping until he called for 
them.’

“ Why did you put them back again?” 

** When Mr. Davies looked over the ledger, he 
noticed the erasure and asked meaboutit.

Mr. Spencer had to keep a record or the’stocks 
bought and sold for the firm, and he was called 
upon to verify from the books a host of pur- 
chases and sales for Capt. Spicer. The Captain 
himself laid his hat and cane on the tableand cor- 
rected his former testimony. He had “ refreshed 
his memory” by am | over his accounts. He 
was of the opinion that his aggregate receipts 
from Grant Ward were nearer $100,000 than 
$50,000. Mr. Hornblower, counsel for Mr. Davies 
as Assignee, prod checks drawn in favor 
of the Captain by either Grant & Ward or 
Ferdinand Ward for a, total of $119,504 59. 
Capt. Spicer admitted that the checks all bore his 
indorsement, aud had been through the bank. 
Mr. Hornblower expressed his surprise at finding 
among the checks one for $6188. He did not 
know that Mr. Ward dabbled with such insig- 
nificant amounts. Capt. Spicer could not say 
definitely how much money he had given Grant 
& Ward—perhaps $320,000 in all, exclusive of the 
bonds which form the basis of this suit. In his 
dealings with the firm he drew several checks in 
favor of Ferdinand Ward because Mr. Ward 
asked him to do so. 

Mr. Bangs had given Mr. Ward notice that he 
should question him about the discrepancy in 
Capt. Spicer’s account current and the ledger. 
Mr. Ward was down stairs in his office waiting to 
come up, but Mr. Butler wanted to go away, and 
the hearing was adjourned until Monday.

Meanwhile Grant & Ward represented to the 
company that they would be ableto sell the 
entire issue of the bonds at 90 cents on the dollar, 
and the company, acting on that assurance

1,800,000 of the bonds, and borrowed from the 

rm on its notes, as in the first instance, $1,000,-

DR. NEWMAN THE ACTING PASTOR. 
—_—_—SsS— 
JUDGE SEDGWICK HANDS DOWN AN IM- 
PORTANT DECISION. 

Chief-Justice Sedgwick, of the Superior 
Court, has decided that the Rev. Dr. John P. 
Newman is only the acting Pastor of the Madi- 
son-Avenue Congregational Church, and as such 
is not entitled to participate in the business 
meetings of the members of the church. -Dr, 
Newman and bis supporters in the church ate, 
therefore, victorious to a cortain extentin the 
suit brought by Trustee Ferdinand T. Hopkins 
against his tellow-'!'rustees to compel them to re- 
frain from recognizing and paying Dr. Newman 
salary as the regular Pastor, and from pro- 
ceeding with his assistance to reorganize 
the church. Trustee Hopkins’s suit is 
based on the theory that Dr. Newman 
was dismissed from the pastorate according to 
Congregational usages, and that the other Trust- 
ees, by continuing to pay him a salary, were 
guilty of wasting the funds of the church. 
There were many other acts of wrong-doing 
alleged by Mr. Hopkins against the other Trust- 


ees and Dr. Newman, and Chief-Justice Sedg- 
wick granted a preliminary injunction restrain- 
ing them from continuing to be done. Placing 
himself on the broad ground of equity and on 
the statutes of 1875 and 1876, Mr. Hopkins in- 
sisted that a Congregational church could not 
employ a Methodist as its Pastor without ceas- 
ing to be a Congregational church, and that the 
Trustees were using the property of the church 
society for purposes opposed to the letter and 
spirit of the statutes by recognizing and paying 
Dr. Newman as Pastor. 

In his opinion Chief-Justice Sedgwick says that 
he is convinced that the acts of 1875 and 1876 do 
not affect the controversy, for the reason that 
they were passea subsequently to the incorpora- 
tion of the Madison-Avenue Con tional 
Church,and because it is not clear that the Legisla- 
ture intended, in providing, by the acts mentioned, 
that the Trustees of churches shall administer 
temporalities according to the usagesof the de- 
nomination to which the church members belong, 
to change the character of the trust put into the 
hands of Trustees of churches incorporated under 
the act of 1818. That act provides that Trustees 
shall hold and administer property “for the use 
of such church, congregation, or society.” It 
also recognizes the church corporation to be a 
body composed of persons who have attended 
its services for a stated time, and who con- 
tribute to its support. Such a corporation 
might, under the act of 1818, retain its sec- 
ular existence after being dissolved as 
areligious body. Judge Sedgwick then points 
out a possible distinction between action taken 
by the members of the corporation for the sev- 
erance of their relations with a Pastor, and a 
suit brought, as this is, by a secular Trustee on 
the alleged behalf of the church or corporation 
members. He says: “I do not feel at liberty to 
say, in view of this recognition of the society in 
gross asthe body for which the Trustees hold 
the property, that there is no doubt that the 
church members by themselves have the power 
of terminating the contract by which an acting 
Pastor or permanent Pastor has been competent- 
ly engaged. Such a power would be entirely dif- 
devent from the right on the part of any One con- 
nected with the corporation to insist that a 
justly founded dissatisfaction of the church 
members asa body with the Pastor was cause 
for the termination of the contract by the cor- 
poration or its Trustees.” 

He continues: “ The proofs satisfy me that the 
Rev. Mr. Newman is not the Pastor of the con- 
gregation, using the word Pastor as equivaient 
of permanent Pastor. To perfect the relation of 
Pastor it is necessary that an unqualified offer to 
the proposed incumbent and an unqualified ac- 
ceptance of the offer be made, even if formal in- 
duction or installment be not necessary. On the 
whole case 1 am of opinion that it was an im- 
plied condition of his becoming Pastor that he 
should unite himself with the Congregational 
denomination, as a member of a church. He, 
however, remains the acting or officiating Pastor, 
for it is not clear to me that the church, as 
such, had power to terminate that relation. 
The Trustees should, therefore, be enjoined 
from actin toward him as if he were 
permanent Pastor. The church members had 
a right to meet in the church building by them- 
selves to transact such business as mirnt be 
aeoneety teense before them. The Trustees 
should enjoined from interfering with this 
right. As the Rev. Mr. Newman is neither a 
member of the church nor one of the society, 
nor the permanent Pastor, he should be enjoined 
from becoming an officer at any meeting of the 
Deacons of the church or the society. The pow- 
er of the Trustees, as such, is confined to matters 
specified in the act of 1813, especially the fourth 
section, and they should not attempt to exercise 
other powers. They should not Interfere with 
the power of self-government of the church or 
of the society in their meetings. The clerk of 
the Trustees is to perform the duty pointed out 
by the seventh section. The Trustees are not 
the judges of the qualifications of voters at the 
meetings of the church or society. The Board 
of Deacons have no power to determine who are 
church members. It wou!d not be proper to pre- 
vent the Trustees from calling the mixed meet- 
ings referred to in the complaint and affidavits. 
Those who would compose such meetings have 
such an interest in the corporation affairs that it 
would be right that they should meet for some 
purposes. If such meeting should attempt to 
act as to matters that are under the control of 
the church or society!the action would be invalid 
and ineffective. The Trustees should be enjoined 
from interfering with the plaintiff’sright of ac- 
cess to the books and records of Trustees and of 
inspecting them.” 

Deacon James P. Foster read the decision with 
a great deal of satisfaction. ‘ This takes us back 
to where we were in the first place,” he said, 
“and gives us a judicial indorsement of the posi- 
tion we have all “2 maintained. It declares 
Dr. Newman to be the acting Pastor, and says 
that the church can’t discharge him. That’s 
enough. He will goon preaching. The Harvard 
Rooms meeting is not valid.” 

** Will not Dr. Newman's position be a novel 
one with the restrictions imposed upon him ?” 

“Notatali. Out of 2,400 Congregational Pas- 
tors in the United States only 940 are installed. 
Congregationalism is against installation. He 
can’t officiate at a meeting of the society, but he 
doesn’t want to. We have a majority in the 
Board of Deacons, so bis absence will not make 
much difference. We have all but one of the 
Trustees and 225 out of 254 members of the cor- 
poration. That’s enough for us,” 

“* Will the case come to trial ?”’ 

*T suppose so, after the injunction is modified 
to be consistent with this decision. We have not 
yet put in a scrap of evidence to contradict 
them. ; This is based solely on their representa- 
tions.’

A BIG EARLY MORNING BLAZE. 
Sheets of flame and volumes of smoke

A TEST CASE. 


TRYING THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE 
NEW TENEMENT-HOUSE CIGAR ACT. 

On last Monday Gov. Cleveland signed 
the new act making it a misdemeanor to manu- 
facture cigars in the tenement-houses of the 
cities of New-York and Brooklyn. On the 14th 
Pol ce Justice Duffy. on the complaint of Will- 
iam G. Irving, issued a warrant for the arrest of 
Peter Jacobs for being engaged in the manu- 
facture of cigars on the first floor of the premises 
No. 344 West Seventy-eighth-street, that being a 
tenement-house, as defined in the statute, in 


which more than three families live, indepen- 
dently of one another, who did their household 
work and cooking theirein. The matter was be- 
fore Judge Duffy yesterday tee and after 
examination Jacobs was committ for trial. 
His ceunsel thereupon obtained from Judge 
Donohue writs of habeas corpus and certiorari, 
which were made returnable at the Chambers of 
the Supreme Court at 20’clock to-day, for the 
purpose of testing the constitutionality of the 
act. Mr. John Vincent, Assistant District Attor- 
ney, argued the case for the people, and Judge 
Dittenhoefer for thedefendant. Judge Donohve 
rendered a decision pro formain tavorof the 
constitutionality of the law, and remanded the 
prisoner. An appeal was immediately taken, and 
the argument thereon will be heard at the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court some time dur- 
ing next week. A similar act which was passed 
in 1883 was declared unconstitutional in the case 
of David Paul by the Court of Appeals.
